Supervisor Vera Schultz from 
the Southern Marin district last 
night cited San Mateo County as 
a classic example of what savings 
could be accomplished by having 
a county government admmistra- 
'tive officer. 
She outlined an extensive study 
of various county governments in 
California during a debate with 
Supervisor William Pusselman of 
the Ross Valley district, who is 
opposed to having a county ad­ 
ministrator at 'fhis^ time. 
Both the debaters have had ex­ 
tensive public service backgrounds. 
After frequent arguments between 
the two during supervisors’ meet­ 
ings on the subject of a county 
ad:'Jinistrator, and putting busi­ 
ness principles to work in county 
government, they decided to dis- 
VERA SCHULTZ: Business in governm ent cuss the subject extensively for 


the benefit of the other three 
members of the board whose public 
service is more limited. 
These three are Chairman Wal­ 
ter Castro, William Onoss of north 
Marin and James Marshall of west 
Marin. 
Mrs. Schultz said San Mateo 
County is one of three in the state 
operating under a county charter. 
Others are Santa Clara and Sac­ 
ramento. 
Some 19 other counties have 
c o u n t y administrative officers 
without the charter. 
Both debators pointed out that 
the cost per person per year for 
county government in San Mateo 
County is only $20.81. By com­ 
parison, the cost in Marin is 
$24.68. 
Although Mrs. Schultz did not 
name the county, only one other 
county 
has 
lower 
per 
capita 


government cost than San Mateo 
County, she said. 
She cited a recent statement 
from San Mateo County Manager 
Robert Stallings to the board of 
supervisors there. The statement 
foilows: 


“Considering that the County of 
San Mateo renders services on a 
countywide basis more extensively 
than any other county in the state, 
and that the level of services ren­ 
dered . . . is generally rated as 
high as in any other county In the 
state, it pays just tribute to the 
efficient operation of this county 
under your board and the able 
department heads.” 


Pusselman opened the debate by 
stating “I am not against an ad- 
ministoator . ... but I believe the 
people should vote on it . . . and 
we should have more facte about 


it and what it 'Will cost each tax­ 
payer.” 
He remarked that after 29 years 
of public service he had an exten­ 
sive imdertsanding of government 
operation and that by also being 
a businessman he knew that, in 
many instances, business principles 
cannot be used in government 
simply 
because 
they 
are 
two 
different operations. 
In opening her discussion, Mrs. 
Schultz referred to an editorial 
which 
appeared in 
the 
Inde­ 
pendent-Journal Thursday under 
the headline, “Marin Ought to Be 
Much Better Tfian It Is.” 
She agreed that, as the editorial 
sliated, Marin could afford to be 
a bettM* place because it is near 
the top of the list of California 
crun'iiee on the b^asis of high to- 
come. 
She agreed with the criticisms 


expressed in the editorial and said 
the best and quickest answer was 
for the supervisors to pass an 
ordinance to create the office of 
county administoator, appoint a 
man to fill the position and inject 
sound business principles. 
Pusselman injected the opinion 
that many things stated in the 
editorial “just aren’t true.” 
Specifically, the editorial criti­ 
cisms were: 
“Our county roads are . . . stiU 
woefully behind times and general­ 
ly deplorable. 
“Our schools to moet areas are 
overcrowded. 
. our facilities for fighting 
structural fires to unincorporated 
areas are almost non-existent. 
“Our county office space is pitt- 
fully Inadequate . . . ”

The chief executive did his first 
step-climbing on a two-step exer­ 
cise stile in his hopsltal rocnn. 
He stepped unaided up the two 
nine-inch steps and back, down 
the other side. 
Later, the stile was mo' ed' to 
the reception room on the eighth 
floor of Fitsimons Army T.ofg)ital 
where the President went through 
the exercise three or fctir more 
times. 
Later, the chief executive re­ 
ceived a visit from his old friend. 
Field Marshal Lord Montgomery 
of Alamein, deputy commander of 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion forces. 
The British military leader told 
reporters after his 40-minute visit 
with the President that EJsenhow- 
er “is one of the very few people 
I know who senses” the fact that 
peace is a world matter and who 
“visualizes this vast problem to 
a global 'way.” 
He said, “That is why he is so 
valuable.” 
However, the wiry little Scot re­ 
fused to be drawn into a discus­ 
sion of whether Eisenhower could 
or should nm for another term. 
“That is en'tirely a m.atter for 
him to decide,” Lord Montgom­ 
ery told reporters, “and we did 
not discuss that matter.” 
The field marshal said Eisen- 
howfer “looks better today than I 
have ever seen him look.”

Ban Evasion 


Federal Aid To Schools Must 
Not Curb Local Authority 


With school enrollments continuing to 
mount and a widely admitted shortage o£ 
classrooms, the Administration is almost cer­ 
tain to ask for some sort of federal aid to 
education in the election year 1956, And 
the Democrats, controlling Congress, are al­ 
most certain to up the Administration’s bid. 
But although a majority of both parties 
Stand for at least emergency federal aid in 
school construction, the principle has long 
been bogged dowm in debate over what kind 
of aid the federal government should extend 
to the state. Equally difficult to resolve is 
the controversy over segregation in .the 
schools aided. 
President Eisenhower in a special message 
last February cited a "deficit of more than 
300,000 classrooms.’’ He proposed the au­ 
thorization of $750 million for federal pur­ 
chase of bonds of school districts not able 
to sell them in the open market at reason­ 
able rates. The President also recommended 
a federal lease-purchase plan to guarantee 
bond issues of special authorities financing 
school building for communities unable to 
borrow. 
The House Education and Labor Com­ 
mittee in July favorably reported a bill that 
embodied the President’s chief recommenda­ 
tions. To these, the committee added a 
Democratic proposal to authorize federal 
school construction grants to the states—at 
the rate of $400 million a year for four years 
—on a dollar-matching basis. 
But the House bill remained tied up m 
the Rules Committee at the end of the 
session, and a similar Senate bill failed to 
reach the floor. 


The House Education committee defeated 
17 to 10 an amendment by Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell (D., N.Y.) that would have 
banned federal aid to any state or school 
district practicing racial segregation. 
The 
Senate bill had been similarly jeopardized 
by the threat of an anti-segregation amend­ 
ment, which Sen. Irving M. Ivci (R., N.Y.) 
and Sen. George H. Bender (R., Ohio) had 
predicted. 


The first federal aid to education bill was 
introduced as long ago as 1919. A bill w’as 
on the point of passage -in the Senate in 
1945, but was shelved after adoption of an 
anti-segregation amendment. The late Sen. 
Taft, chairman of the Senate and Public 
IVelfarc Committee in 1948, tried to reduce 
opposition to federal aid by a compromise 
on aid to religious schools. The Senate 
passed the bill by a vote of 58 to 22, after 
an anti-segregation amendment, 65 to 7. In 
1949, 
Northern 
"liberals’’ 
teamed 
with 
Southern Democrats to vote down an anti­ 
segregation amendment to a similar bill, 65 
to 16. 


Undoubtedly before too long one of these 
bills will be successful. More federal money 
will start moving into school channels. In 
this verv' siiccess is danger. 


Curbs must be included which w’ill pre­ 
vent the control of our schools moving far­ 
ther away from the people. Already too 
much power is held in Sacramento. Addi­ 
tional controls by Washington must not be 
allowed to further dilute the right of the 
local communities to control their own edu­ 
cational programs. 


Doing Each Other's Washing 


There have been innumerable tricks and 
devices used by individuals over the years 
to chisel on unemployment insurance. But 
what may be the ultimate in this field of 
"endeavor’* was reported not so long ago 
from England, w^here in one community two 
housewives "employed" each other to do 
each other’s washing for six months. Then 
they conveniently discharged each other and 
proceeded to collect jobless benefits for the 
next six months. 
Ripping idea, whatl But the discovery of 
their method no doubt provided them with . 
unlocked for ^’benefits" at the towm pokey 
for a while. 


WASHINGTON SIDELIGHT 


All this indicates that the State of Cali­ 
fornia, harassed by phony jobless claims, is 
not alone in its difficulty. 


In fact, the Commerce and Industry As­ 
sociation of New York reported from a sur­ 
vey that more than 40% of the $244 million 
paid out by the state in unemployment 
benefits "wTnt to individuals who had 
brought about their owm dismissal, quit 
voluntarily for reasons of their own, or re­ 
tired on pension.” 


People who want to "take in each other’s

not at the state’s expense. 


'Shop-Talk' Dictionary Explains 


Special Paratroopers' Language

WASHINGTON Oi.R)—The men 
who parachute out of airplanes 
are a hardy breed and they talk 
their own dialect. 
AcoOTding to the Army, the 
soldiers of ths 82nd Airborne 
Division at Port Bragg, N.C., got 
a little weary of being misunder­ 
stood at the supper table while 
home on leave. So they came up 
with their own “shop-talk** dic­ 
tionary. 
So, In caM you run into one of 
the tough Jumpers—all men of 
courage—you might paste their 
.glossary In your bonnet. 
Toull know what the kid in 
the boots is talking about. 


TRANSLATED. THE airborne 
Jargon goes like this: 
“Stand and book up” means 
a man should check his equip­ 
ment before he dives head-first 
out the side or through a hatch 


in the belly of his aircraft. 
When a man Jumps, he doesn’t 
Jump, really, he “hits the blast.” 
They tell me that refers to the 
blast of air that greets him. 
A “DZ” is a drop sone. -That, 
to the Jumper, is a cleared area 
where he might have a chance 
to dig his heels into the good 
earth, instead of a tree or a river. 
When a Jumper tells you that 
he has “clobbered in,” you can 
Jolly well know that his landing 
was rough. And when he says 
that he “landed soft,” he means 
that everything went off fine. 


THE JUMPEE USES the word 
“gorilla” in a whisper, because to 
him that means the nasty, orn­ 
ery characters who train para­ 
troopers.

The “canopy” is the nylon fab­ 
ric portion of a parachute assem­ 
bly. The part that balloons out. 
Something pretty important if a

man is hanging by sirings in 
mid-air. 
A “tooth knocker” is a quick 
release box—a thing that re­ 
leases the parachute harness af­ 
ter the Jximp.

All paratroopers are known, 
among their clan, as “hoods," 
and there Is no explanation of 
this odd term. Well let it rest 
right there. 
A man who is “airborne all 
the way” is the right sort of a 
guy. A man who Is “real gone” 
on airborne service, Is a fine 
jAratrooper. 


A “LEG” IS A non-paratroop­ 
er, who does all his soldiering 
standing up instead of diving 
headlong into the unknown be­ 
low. 
The traditional Jump cry of 
the paratrooper is “Gerónimo.” 
This was the name of a famous 
Apache Indian chief, who was 
horse-born instead of airborne. 
You can’t prove it, but legend 
has it that Apache braves also 
'cried 
“Gerónimo” 
when 
they 
leaped from a horse to avoid 
impending disaster. 
And to wind things up, it 
might be fitting to recite, for 
measure good, the classic phrase 
of “comfort” that is handed out 
to a jLunper when he Is Issued 
his first parachute. 
The man who issues these de­ 
vices always is a clown and al­ 
ways he says: 
“If It doesn’t open, bring it 
back and we’ll repack it.”

WASHINGTON—A little more 
t h a n 
t.hree-and-a-half 
y em 
ago, a routine inspection of the 
American Embassy in Moscow 
brought the surprise of its col­ 
lective life to one of the coun­ 
ter-intelligence teams that have * 
to be employed, in this charming 
era of ours, to keep our Embassy 
secure. 


At an 
apparenUf 
irrelevant 
point, far away in enormous 
Spasso House from the Ambas­ 
sador's office-iibrary, the team’s 
electronic 
equipment suddenly 
began to pick up the quiet con­ 
versation of the Ambassador of 
that period, George F. Kennan, 
at his office desk. 


The revelation that ths U.S. 
Ambassador to the Soviet Uniou 
was unconsciously on 
the 
air 
stimulated 
a 
fairly 
Intensive 
search for broadcasting appara­ 
tus, as can be' imagin'©d. What 
was found, however, was no or­ 
dinary, easily detectable hidden 
radio sender, but something al­ 
together new to the investiga­ 
tors. 


AFTER ALL BUT tearing the 
place apart, the despairing in­ 
vestigators took down the office- 
library’s big, ornamental Great 
Seal of the United States, which 
had been sent out to be painted 
and repaired about four months 
earlier. In the Great Seal, hid­ 
den behind the eagle, they dis­ 
covered a matchbox-sized device 
composed of a specially machined 
metal cup, a thin metallic dia­ 
phragm that covered the cup 
and a tiny antenna that pro­ 
truded to one aide. 'There were 
no batteries, no wires, no con­ 
nection with electric power of 
any kin^d. But th.is^ mysteriO'US 
object was presumed to be the 
source 
of 
the 
ambassadorial 
broadcast because no other sus­ 
picious object could be discov­ 
ered by 
the 
most 
meticulous 
search. 
The Soviet organizers of the 
unintentional 
a m b a s sadorial 
broadcast were of course auto­ 
matically notified 
that 
their 
trick had been discovered when 
the broadcasts suddenly ceased. 
But secrecy is now an end In it­ 
self in the American govem- 
ment. The discovery in Spasso 
House was automatically triple­ 
wrapped in security classifica­ 
tions. Hence it took many months 
for the mysterious object from 
behind the eagle to reach the 
American 
experts; 
who 
were 
technically qualified to identify 
it. 


THE EXPERTS then discov­ 
ered that this object was a res­ 
onator, designed to receive and 
to bounce back a highly selec­ 
tive radio beam. Its diaphragm 
was simultaneously agitated both 
by the radio beam and neaxgy 
human voices. Thus the sounds 
of the voices was Included In the 
electronic echo that the reswi- 
ator bounced back. 
The American counter-intel­ 
ligence team had picked up Ken- 
nan’s voice by 
wandering, 
by 
sheer, happy, unlikely accident, 
into the narrow path 
of 
the 
electronic echo the resonator was 
sending to the Soviet intelligence, 
This triumph of 
Soviet 
in­ 
genuity (which seems to have 
been based on an American com­ 
mercial patent of 1945) long ago 
did all the harm it could do. 
There are good reasons now, how­ 
ever, for disclosing and discuss­ 
ing this somewhat startling epi­ 
sode of several years ago. 


IN THE FIRST place, both 
the episode itself and the device 
that produced it are still official­ 
ly hidden from the American 
public, although the Soviet intel­ 
ligence has of course known ev­ 
erything there was to know from 
the very beginning. There are 
reasons to believe, furthermore, 
that this is not just another ex­ 
ample of the customary ostrich- 
headedness of American official­ 
dom. 


There eeema to be anoiber 
moUve, In fact. The Moscow 
resonator 
le 
a 
wonderfully 
easily concealed listening de­ 
vice. Furthermore, since it re­ 
quires no wiring. It does not 
come within the scope of the 
anti-wire tapping laws. Accord­ 
ing to credible report, it is now 
being used by the federal flat- 
feet to circumvent the rather 
trifling limitations' which the 
anti-wiretapping 
laws 
place 
upon police invasions of pri­ 
vacy. 


It is only one 
among many 
such devices, of course. Para­ 
bolic microphones of small di­ 
mensions can now be beamed to 
pick IV conversations 
at 
dis­ 
tances of m any hundreds 
of 
feet. Experiments are being made 
with more advanced listening de­ 
vices, that will use the windows 
of your room or the walls of 
your office as resonators, so that 
there need be no bother about 
planting such an object as was 
found in Kcnnan’s Moscow of­ 
fice. 'These devices not covered 
by the anti-wiretapping laws are 
of course additional to the be­ 
wildering variety of wiretapping 
devices and to th t other devices 
by which telephonti art trass-

Can Architects' Lobby Block 


Reform Of School Design System? 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — An­ 
other voice is being heard on the 
subject of architects* fees for 
new school buildings. Assembly­ 
man Sam Geddcs of Napa and 
Solano counties said recently: 


“Excessive fees to arcMiects 
are padding public school con­ 
struction costs 
in 
California 
and Impeding the state’s ef­ 
fort to provide adequate edu­ 
cational facllitfes for its ever­ 
growing school population.** 


Assemblyman Geddes, to cor­ 
rect what he believes is a bad 
situation so far as schools are 
concerned, will ask the Assem-f 
bly interim committee on educa­ 
tion, which met this week at the 
state Capitol, to Join with him 
in sponsoring legislation to re­ 
duce the fees from the standard 
eight per cent, 
“to something 
still fair, but more In line with 
the services which the architects 
actually perform.” 


HE ALSO DECLARED that In 
many instances, the charge for 
plans should not exceed two per 
cent of construction costs, in­ 
stead of the standard eight per 
cent. Funds saved W'O'Uld provide 
school buildings for thousands of 
pupils for whom the state has 
no proper facilities at the pres­ 
ent time.

fees for school buildings has 
been th'C subject of ,exte'nd'ed 


years old, once on Aug. 28 and 
agai:n on Sept. 11.”

It is obvious enough that when 
an architect starts from scratch 
to construct a new school house, 
he is entitled to' Ms fee, as the 
architect, the same as any. other 
businessman must maintain of­ 
fices, spend time on the Job in 
proportion to its size, and for 
the larger Jobs, has a payroll to 
meet, as well as 
to supervise 
construction. 


THE SUBJECT OF controver­ 
sy, therefore, is not so much the 
original fee as 
the 
continued 
use of school building P'lans, or 
the adoption of standard plans, 
wMch the state has done only in 
a minor way. 
In other words, v/hat has 
raised the controversy 
is 
the 
continued charging of an eight 
per cent fet for the architects 
when plans are duplicated, ai 
they are in many school dis­ 
tricts. 
A graduated scale of fees might 
be worked out whereby the arcM- 
tect would get a reasonable fee, 
and the scale could bo based 
either on the amount of monies 
involved, or upon the re-usage of 
prior plans wMch the school dis­ 
trict already has paid for. 
Undoubtedly, this, would not b<e 
wholly satisfactory to the archi­ 
tects, who are used to their eight 
per cent fee on all construc­ 
tion. But it would, as Assembly­ 
man Oeddes points out, be bene­ 
ficial to the taxpayers of the 
state. 


IT HILL BE interesting to see 
what happens to Geddes' bül, 
first whether the remainder of 
the committee wlE 
join 
with 
him in sponsoring the measure, 
and second, whether the power­ 
ful architects* lobby, 
which is 
much in evidence in Sacramento 
during legislative time, will be 
powerful enough to stop the 
measure. 
In any event, the problem is 
before the Legislature, as it long 
has been. Probably the only 
manner in wMch it will be 
solved will be the adoption by 
the State Department of Educa­ 
tion of a series of standard plans 
for the construction of school 
buildings in California, a proce­ 
dure which on its face would as­ 
sure more

Offer Flood 
Insurance 


W ASHIN GTON W — Somt 
kind of insurance against discs* 
ters—at least against floods lieo 
those wMch followed the vMt 
of Hurricane Diane — may come 
out of Congress In 1958. 
I 
But before Congress approvee 
such protection, it will have tm 
cut its way through three ques­ 
tions wMch are now very tan­ 
gled: What kind of disaster in­ 
surance? How much insurance 
for any ime individual? And who 
handles it? 
This week the Senate Bankkig 
Committee held hearings to find 
out what government officlale 
propose. None of them has pro­ 
vided a specific plan yet. They 
prom.ise to have one^ 'by the timi' 
Congress returns in January. 


There is no ñood instiraiioo 
available in this country now, 
although this fact seenied once 
again to have been loet trighl 
of until the floods broke loose 
in New England last August 
when Disne let the enormous 
rains looee. 


As a result of those floods 179 
persons were killed, 6,993 were 
injured, 813 homes 
were 
de­ 
stroyed, and the 
damage 
has 
amounted to more than 450 mil­ 
lion dollars. 
ONE OP THE reasons for th t 
lack of flood insurance, it seems, 
is 'the .scatter'ed, hut nev'ertht- 
less limited, nature of the prob­ 
lem. The only ones who would 
want or need it would thole liv­ 
ing near streams or river which 
might boil over. 
People livini? on high ground 
in the area wouldn’t need it. 
Just because that tsrpe of insur­ 
ance would be limited, the price 
of it would be high If private 
companies handled it, perhaps 
out of reach of those who needed 
it. 
'Thm there is the problem O'C 
occurrence that a private compa­ 
ny would have to consldex: How 
often would a stream or river 
be expected to overflow as a re­ 
sult of natural phenomenon, like 
extraordinarily heavy rains? 


SAT IT WAS figured that on 
River AAA, after a search of the 
records, a flood could be expect­ 
ed on an average of every 50 
years. That might seem like a 
good insurance risk. 
But suppose River AAA flood­ 
ed three times in 150 yeara-etlll 
sticking to the average of one 
flood every 50 years—but those 
three floods came in 1956, again 
in 19'51, an.d the 'tbhd 'time in 
1958. 
The 'three floods, bunched to'- 
gether like that, might wreck a 
company. But how 
then 
can 
flood insurance be provided? At 
the hearings there were two jwo- 
posals offered although they may 
not be the ones finally decided 
upon by Congress. 


ONE WOULD HAVE the gov- 
ernment do the insuring; 
the 
other would guarantee the losses 
of private insurance companies 
over a certain amount 
It seemed agreed that no one, 
and no business firm, could get 
any amount of 
insurance 
he 
wanted. Sen. Lehman (D-NY), 
who presided at the hearings, 
talked of a possible limit of $306,- 
000 per company. 


Then tJiere was another ques­ 
tion: Should the insurance cov­ 
er not only a man’s home but Ms 
furniture and other personal be-, 
longings, too? *rhe sentiment at 
the hearings leaned toward cov­ 
erage for real property, not per­ 
sonal possessions. 


But should the insurance cov­ 
er only 
homes 
and 
business 
buildings and the merchandise 
and equipment In those buUd- 
Ings? Or should it cover other 
things, like a 
fanner’s 
crops, 
those still in the field and those 
already in storage? 


ONE of the toufheet prob­ 
lems for the flood victims — in 
fmctnc the future — is In pay­ 
ing the mortgage still owed on 
the house which 
was swept 
away. Congress wlH also have 
to c o ld er that, toe.

FAVOR DISTRICT 
Two Pourth street merchants, 
who favor the assessment district 
proposal of the Mayor's Commit­ 
tee on Off-street Parking, spoke 
in favor of forming the district, 
generally bounded by Fifth and 
Tamalpais avenues, and Second 
and D streets. They were Irving 
Chapman of Chapman’s Shoes, 
and Robert Gray, owner of Pay- 
less Drug Store. 
Opposed to an assessment dis­ 
trict were attorney Thomas Boyd 
and Kenneth Irwin, members of 
the Citizens Parking Commit'tec. 
In addition to a 40-minute park­ 
ing limit on Pourth street, the

Boyd and Irwin asked what gmd 
it would do to' build off-street 
park.ing lots. '’Two or three .lots in 
existence now arfc used very lit­ 
tle, they claimed. 


BOYD’S REPLY 
Boyd said that although the 
citiaens committee proposal does 
.not ad.d a single parking space to' 
present 
facilities, 
the 
problem 
could be helped by better use of 
facilities, by limiting parking to 
40 minutes. 
If shoppers need more time for 
parking, they should park in fringe 
areas where parking is permitted 
.for two hO''urs or m.'0.re. 
Both Irwin and Boyd said San 
Rafael Police Department should 
add two more patrolmen for a to­ 
tal of four to' enforce parking lim­ 
itations more rigidly. 
“Women and chil'dren should 
not be required to walk" five or 10 
blocks to do their shopping by 
having to park in fringe areas, 
Gray opined.

THE AMERICAN EVERYDAY 
COOKBOOK, compiled by A g ­ 
nes Murphy, Random House, 
250 pp., $1. 
The homemaker, business girl 
or bachelor with an eye on the 
dollar (and whose hasn’t!) could 
hardly go wrong in parting with 
one of them and spending it for 
this comprehensive book—which, 
as the title states, is for “evry 
day” rather than occasional ex­ 
otic meals. 
Gathered by Agnes Murphy, 
foods editor of the New York 
Post, the 2000 recipes and menus 
range from ales to zuchinni. But 
the book has even more than 
that. 
Inside the front cover are ta ­ 
bles of kitchen measurements 
(ever get halfway through a 
recipe and try to remember how 
many tablepsoons in a cup?) and 
cooking temperatures. Basic def­ 
initions of cookery terms follow, 
plus simple, clear explanations of 
the types and uses of dozens of 
herbs and spices. 
A sampling of the mouth-wa­ 
tering recipes 
includes; 
apple 
strudel, corn fritters, game birds, 
hollahdaise 
sauce. 
Irish 
stew, 
lamb chops, macaroni and cheese 
and nearly 20 spreads and varia­ 
tions on the inevitable sandwich. 
T hat alone should make the book 
worth its cost to lunch-makers. 
So—for anyone who has picked 
up the pretty universal habit of 
eating—here’s a timely addition 
for the cookbook shelf. Why not 
buy two? They’re not small, but 
the price is, and they fill the bill 
for inexpensive gift-giving for 
anyone who cooks.

It’s unfortunate that in our 
electronic age we haven’t yet 
gotten around 
to book - Juke­ 
boxes and th at our disc Jockies 
haven’t started to put a book, in­ 
stead of a record, in their Hit 
Parades. Here, if ever there was 
one, is a book which every teen­ 
ager in Marin and every parent 
and teacher of teen-agers would, 
once 
they 
have heard 
of it 
through, vote Number One In the 
Hit Parade. 
EVERY MARIN teen-ager with 
pimples on the face or living in 
daily dread of being decorated 
with the red badges of adolesence 
should high-tail it down to the 
nearest bookstore or library and 
read this book, from cover to 
cover. Any teen-ager who doesn’t 
can only be described as a real 
square with a hole in the head. 
Here is the hottest -book for 
teen-agers of this year or for 
that m atter of any year. 
As for the parents and teach­ 
ers of our Marin teen-agers who 
in home and school are daily 
faced with pimpled countenances 
and the teen-age worries and 
fidgets 
which 
accompany 
the 
pimples, this book which is en­ 
titled so simply The Care of Your 
Skin is m ust reading. And small 
as the book is in size it could be 
the biggest gift any adult could 
bestow on a teen-ager and worth 
its -weight in uranium, to both 
him who gives and he who re­ 
ceives. 
WHAT’S THIS all about? It’s 
all about a four-letter word; 
ACNE. Doctors don’t encourage 
people 
talking 
about pimples. 
They prefer to call them lesions. 
To 
misquote 
Shakespeare: 
A 
pimple by any other name etc., 
etc. 
Acne, says Dr. Lawrence—who 
is, by the way, one of those scores 
of doctors who have their homes 
in Marin and their practices in 
San F’rancisco—is the complexion 
problem of young adults. Prob­ 
lem is putting it very mildly as 
anyone who has ever himself ex­ 
perienced or watched teen-agers 
coping with their anxieties and 
sufferings over blackheads and 
pimples, well knows. 
It is Dr. Lawrence’s clear and 
simple de-bunking account about 
the emotional tensions of ado­ 
lescence as they relate to black­ 
heads and pimples which makes 
this book an important contribu­ 
tion.

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the bush or throw in fancy medi­ 
cal terms. Nor does he make it 
all sound hotcha—although his 
debunking of the 
too-popular 
myth that pimples have some­ 
thing to do with sex and neck­ 
ing or vice-versa may be con­ 
sidered very hotcha by some who 
read this important chapter. 
This book tells what you can 
do about acne but the problem 
faced by the doctor was also to 
explain what NOT to do and why.

Now th a t m'Ost vamtlons are

throu'’’* pictures, color slides and 
movies. 'These vacation pictures 
can tell a much better story if 
there 
is,^drastic pruning and 
eliminating of bad or mediocre 
shots; if the others are identi­ 
fied or titled and if all are ar­ 
ranged or splice i in coherent se­ 
quence. 
In black-and-white photogra­ 
phy there is the greatest range 
for possi'ble presentatiom of 'the 
complete vacation picture story. 
One of the worst ways is to car­ 
ry a handful of loose 
prints 
around in a pocket, wallet or 
handbag until they get mislaid or 
too dog-eared to' sh'O'W. One of 
the best post-vacation goals is a 
separate photo album for per­ 
manent reference. 
The latter should be well plan­ 
ned and requires thought and 
time. After eliminatiO'n of the 
poorer 
pictures, 
better 
ones 
s^'>uld be selected for enlarge­ 
ments. The album pages should 
he laid 0''ut like pict'ure stories 
in newspapers or magazines. ' 
'DO'NT: CR'O'WD the pictuT'es 
and if a picture is good, give it 
emphasis by enlarging it to full 
page size or ' y ' 3lating it on a 
page by itself. Keep incidents or 
episodes together on one or sev­ 
eral page un’*" or by mounting 
them on distinctive color art pa­ 
per as borders. 
Take full advantage of pic­ 
tures with self-contained titles, 
names, signs -*r other means of 
ready identification to start your 
picture story units. For variety 
yo*’ can also add mementos of 
the 
places 
visited, 
like 
hotel 
stickers, 
playbills, 
m,en'us 
ao'd 
photo postcards. 
Before a photo album of this 
nature is ..nally .asse'm.bled, many 
camera f 
j have' occc^ion to 
show 
some 
vacation 
pictures 
wher visiting friends or relatives. 
It is p r a '‘^ically impossible to 
maintain a story-telling sequence 
of separate pictures when they 
are passed from hand to hand. 
If it is desirable to show pho­ 
tos in sequence, the easiest meth­ 
od is. 'to n'umber the prints plain­ 
ly on the front. People instinc­ 
tively try to keep the numbers 
in order. 
ANOTHER 
METHOD 
is 
to 
form a long, continuous picture 
strip of 'Contac:t prto'ts^ 'or small 
Jumbo enlargements. This is done 
by joining prints with adhesive 
tape. 
They not only attach adjacent 
pictures, but act as a hinge so 
that a whole strip folds accor­ 
dion-like to the size of one pic­ 
ture. These picture strips are 
easier to look at if the prints are 
either all horizo'^i'tal or all 'V'er- 
tical. 
Still another way to keep some 
order in viewing is with a loose 
leaf album with pages of cello­ 
phane pockets. The pictures are 
easy to arrange, easy to change 


and give a better preview of what 
the permanent alb'um, 'Can look 
like. 
With color, and stereo slides, 
again it is in your b ' InteX'est 
to eliminate inferior pictures be­ 
fore submittL 3 them to a captive 
audience. Take the trouble, also, 
of getting them in proper order 
and 
correct position to avoid 
m aking a:po'l''gicr for an 'u:ps.ide- 
down or reversed slide. 
To protect slides from ''nger- 
prints and scratches in 'handling, 
use 
cellophane 
covers 
which 
come in all size- for all slides. 
It’s a good idea to identify 
your very 
' slides with a dis­ 
hes! ve color tape. Then when you 
have a blue-ribbon showing or 
tinctive mark or spot of adhes- 
when time doesn’t pen'-*'* a full 
run, you can easily select those 
with unusual interest or color 
without fumbling. 
HOME MOV’ES require the 
most^ drasti'C editing for b'est a'U- 
dience reception. This is one 
phase of photography which per­ 
mits you to add footage after­ 
w ard to make your story more 
interesting or informative. For 
instance titles can be shot at 
home from biock letters, hand 
lettering or from travel folders 
and maps. Instead of Just a still 
picture however, actually show a 
hand assembling the blocks or 
making the lettering or tracing 
a T'OUte: on : map.

For U.sig'li, w'ho has written an, 
o|>era,, two sym,'phonies, 1'2 sym­ 
phonic 
poems, 
and 
numerous 
other types of musical works, who 
is noted nationally for his work 
at the annual Bach Festival at 
Oarmel, and who has taught 
nearly every phase of music there 
Is, in his time, has a keen inter­ 
fat in other :m,at'ters, too. 
FOR MANY YEARS he made a 
habit of climbing to the peak of 
Mt. Tamalpais from Mill Valley 
on every Sunday when his work 
did not take him away from the 
Bay Area. He broke unofficial 
records for speed on the trip, at 
one time making it to the top 
in 56 minutes^—an ascent from 
approximately 25 feet above sea 
level to 2,700 feet in leas than 
an hour.

Earning of the degree gave him 
the title of “maestro," rarely a 
deserved term though applied 
lavishly to musicians of all types 
and abilities today. 
Usigli also studied m athem a­ 
tics, languages, philosophy and 
engineering. He speaks German 
and French fluently, in addition 
to his native Italian and his 
adopted English. 
He came to this country 26 
years ago—“simply as a tourist,” 
and liked it so well he went 
hoTiie after the six-month limit 
was up and re-applied for en­ 
trance as an emigrant. 
His list of musical accomplish­ 
ments is far too long and com­ 
plex to be given justice here, but, 
briefly: he conducted the O ak­ 
land Symphony, founded and di­ 
rected for three years the San 
Francisco Chamber Symphony, 
conducted the Bfich Music Fes­ 
tival in Carmel for 15 years (and 
still does), has acted as guest 
conductor for the San Francisco

line of the panel and the paper 
is then cut and unfolded, perfect 
symmetry may be obtained. 
Drill a one-quarter inch hole 
in the center of the arch'Cd back, 
for hanging. Square all mating 
surfaces with a plane before as- 
•sembly. Use glue and five-penny 
finishing nails at all joints. 
Assembly the aides and back, 
first, by nailing through 'the 
back. Add the front by nailing 
through the sides. 'Then add the 
bottom by nailing through it into 
the other pieces. 
Set all nail heads and fill the 
holes with a wood filler. Sand 
all surfaces smooth, and round 
all comers and sharp edges. An 
antique appearaU'Ce may be pro­ 
vided by sanding some of the 
sharp edges more than others 
to simulate weai*. 
The :assembled. box may be 
stained and waxed or varnished, 
or it may be painted, to' fit a 'pa,r'- 
ticular color scheme.

As Gardener

WASHING’TON (U.W—Brother 
Meinr<ul. keeper of Washington’s 
famed 
Franciscan Monastery 
gardens, has begun his second 
half century of serving God as a 
gardener. 
The 75-year-old monk, who has 
dedicated his life to the church 
but ;is not a priest, recently ob­ 
served his 50th anniversary as a 
Pranciscan by taking his vows of 
poverty, chastity and obedience 
for the second time. He first took 
the vows in 1905 at the same 
church and has held the position 
of monas'te'ry gaf'dener since 
then. 
The appearance of the monas­ 
tery has changed greatly during 
the P',ast 5'0 years, due m„alnly to 
Brother 
Meinrad’s gardening 
skill. 
Lush shrubs, trees and bright 
flowers now fill the grounds and 
draw thousands of visitors a year. 
’The site of the Grotto on Lourdes 
at the monastery was dug out by 
Brother Meinrad in 1912, with the 
aid of 15 teams of horses. 
Brother Main rad favors flowers 
over la'wn.s lO'r 'the monas'tery 
grounds because they’re easier to 
care for. 
”A lawn you have to work at 
all the time," he said. “You get 
a nice one and it turns to crab- 
grass. With flowers you Just go 
in and pull the weeds.” 
Brother Meinrad came to the 
United States from Switzerland 
when he was 18 years old. He was 
working on the monastery’s farm 
when given the Job of gardener. 
*T 'tol,d them I didn’t know 'any­ 
thing about^ it,” he said. "But 
they said I could learn. A fellow 
woifld have to be a dumbbell If 
he didn’t get onto the knack of 
it in 5€' j'e',ars.

1. Standard vertical paneling 
gives the effect of added height. 
In a room with an unusually low 
ceiling', choose a narro'w, rather 
than a wide paneling to "raise” 
the 'Ceiling. (Western pine pa,n- 
eling commonly comes in six- 
inch, eight-:in,ch,, ten-'inc,h and 
twelve-inch boards.) 
2. Various patterns arc milled 
into the boards. Consult your 
lumber dealer to see what pat­ 
terns he has available, and 
choose the one that fits your 
room,. 
3. Paneling installed horizon­ 
tally 'Will give a broader ,and 
wider effect to a small room. 
Where a ceiling is too high, hori­ 
zontal paneling will help lower 
it and give better balanoe to the 
room. 
4. In rooms where there is a 
great deal O'f unb,roke',n wall area, 
try a combination of vertical 
paneling above a chair rail, and 
horizontal paneling below. This 
installation gives a pleasing va­ 
riety. 
5. Diagonal paneling will lend 
a nO'Vel touch 'to' man'j ,a 'rwrn. 
Advanced craftsmen even Install 
herringbone patterns to give a 
rich, inlaid look to the wails.

Hand-Printed. Christmas Cards 
Give Personal Note To Season

Most ‘'‘do-H-yO'Uraelf’"' projects 
have 
other 
purposes 
besides 
merely keeping the doer busy— 
they iM-ing added convenience, or 
interest, or beauty, into the doer's 
life— or the llves^ of those' around 
bioL 
Making Christmas cards is no 
exception. Not only an outlet for 
suppressed talents and energy of 
varying degr'Ces, it 'Can be a per­ 
sonal and warm contribution to 
the spirit of the holiday seascMi. 
For 
very 
little 
money, 
less 
talent and the simplest effort, 
oards^ bo'ih unique and decorative 
oan oe produced^— cards that will 
be remembered by lucky recipients 
much longer than the conven­ 
tional greeting, no matter how 
ooetiy or 'CO'lo.rful. 
BLOCK-PRINTING, a process 
so simple youngsters do it in 
aehool, can be utilised with start- 
lingly good results — and great 
quantities of cards :may be turned 
out in a short time. 
Tlic amateur ohould first as­ 
semble the needed tools— a rub­ 


ber hand-roller, or brayer; a sC't 
of knives with blad^es de^signed 
for linoleum carving (or one such 
knife-handle with interchange­ 
able Nades, including a straight 
blade 
and 
two 
or 
three 
'**gouge;rs”'>; a linoleum 'block w d 
lots of newspaper. 
The entire layout doesn’t need 
to cost more than five dollars, 
and is a permanent investment 
,in, a f:ascinating h'Obtoy. 
DRAW A DESIGN— a simple 
one is the most effective and 
takes to the block-print medium 
best. Ideas may be had from the 
tr'^aditional t;rappi.ngs of Chr.ist- 
nrns, a sprig of holly, a tree, sing­ 
ing angels, a bow-bedecked hobbj" 
horse or a stylized Madonna and 
ChlkL 
Once the 'motif hes been de­ 
cided upon, simplify it, omitting 
fine lines of detail unless you’re 
very sure of your carving prow­ 
ess. And don’t forget to write 
,any wo:rds in reverse. Work it all 
out in the proper proportions for 
the 
card size 
you wish, 
and 
transfer it by means of carbcm 


paper directly onto 'the Mock, of 
,li.nol€um. 
The blocks, 
purchaseable 
in 
art supply stm*es, normally are 
mounted on wood and coated 
'wi.th a light pa,int. which ,mak,es 
a drawn 'design c'lear'ly visible 'On 
the surface. 
When considering the size and 
proportion of the card, take into 
co,nsMeration 'the type of e,n- 
velopes to' bC' used,. If yO''U fold 
the card-paper three lim es, m ak­ 
ing a self-envelope of it, there 
is no problem, but if you buy 
envelopes 
(often they 
can 
be 
P'urched to match 'the pa^per used 
for the cards), have their size 
in mind when designing the en­ 
closure. 
ONCE the pattern is traced on 
the liii'Oleum, the act'u.al. c'utting 
to begin. 
It isn’t necessary to cut deeply 
— an eighth of an inch is quite 
sufficient. Often it’s a good idea 
to mark the areas to be cut away 
so the wrong spots aren’t re­ 
moved by mistake. The design 
may be 
outlined first with a 


STEP TWO: Keeping a firm hold on the cut block, roll the 
well-inked brayer over it several times, making sure the 
ink evenly covers the area to be printed. If ink should get 
into 'iblank” spaces which are carved out, remove it care­ 
fully with a damp cloth. 


straight blade and gougers used 
later. A solid border of color— 
about a half-inch in width— has 
thci 'double P''urpose of framing 
the pict'ure and ;gl'V'ing 'the Mock 
a firm, even base when the jMrint- 
ing is done. 


The next step comes with ink- 
,tng"‘the 'block, a,nd .he'ie’s whe,re 
the glass or pie plate comes in. 
Squeeze some ink out onto it 
and run the roller over it several 
times, making sure it’s coated 
evenly. 'Th,en 'transfer the ink on 
the .roUer, not pressing 'too har'd, 
onto the linoleum block, once 
again making sure the surface 
is inked evenly. And watch that 
no ink gets i'nto 'th,e c,ar'ved'-o'ut 
spaces. 


FROM HERE ON the printing 
is a m atter of choice. 
Hand- 
presses m ay be bought, but hold­ 
ing the paper o,n the block and 
rubbing with a spoon or other 
hard, round object (such as a 
bottle top) does the Job quite 
well— though not as quickly. Be 
sure to rub over the entire area 
of 
the 
printing 
surface—the 


harder or more uneven the fin­ 
ish of the paper the more rub­ 
bing it will need. 
The only way to determine how 
much effort the printing will re­ 
quire is to make a few practice 
runs— ^first on newspidnt, which 
is very absorbent, and then on 
'the paper that is to be used, for 
the cards. 
Then start printing in earnest 
— and that’s all there is to it I 
Incidentally, in case of minor 
mishaps involving application of 
.ink W'he''re i't 'd'OC'Sn’t bC'long— 
like the kitchen floor— ordinary 
cleansers 
are 
often 
the 
only 
agent needed. If they don’t work, 
try 
car’oon 
tetrachlcwride, 
but 
k'Cep it aw'ay from pilot lig'h'ts or 
any other flames and sparks. 
Good for cleaning up, too. 
So— when you start tliinklng 
about Christmas cards— and It's 
not any 'too soon, righ't ,now'— 
consider this method of making 
your own. Hand printed cards 
have a distinction all their own 
and carry with them the feeling 
of a 
warm, 
personally-wished 
“Merry Christma.*;!” 


FINISHED PRODUCT: Lift paper gently from 
tKe linoleum block-and youVe resuHt that 
should please beginner and ek|>ert alike.

Peaceful 'Possum Identified 
By Pouch, Hairless Ears

Dbecior 
The only marsupial (pouched 
mammal) in North America is 
the opossum. The Junior Mu­ 
seum is fortunate in having three 
’possums. These are slow, peace­ 
ful animals with little aparen t 
intelligence. 
They eat almost any kind of 
food, and live in any place that 
will shelter them. 
When the young are born they 
crawl into the furlined pouch off 
the 'mother and develop there. 
At the museum you will find 
one large male opossum ai.d 
two .small ones. Th.e lit'tIC 'opos­ 
sums (named little Joe and 
Pogolina) can be handled very 


easily. They can hang by their 
long thm tails. 
The tails are a good mark 
of identification as are the ears, 
because they don’t have hair on 
them, as do the tails and ears 
of most other animals. 
Opossums are valuable animals 
because they eat a lot of food 
other animals won’t eat, and in 
this way help keep the woods 
clean.

Bright reds, oranges, corals 
and crimsons scattered amidst 
dark greens—sound colorful and 
pleasing for wintertime color? 
Well, it’s all very possible with 
'the .many vatleil.es. off ber'ry-be'a.r- 
ing shrubs suitable for planting 
here in California. 
One of 'the fa'vorltes In 'the 
berry shrub class in the barber- 
rry, available in many, many spe­ 
cies. Berberís darwinil, an ever­ 
green, 'is the showiest of this 
family, growing four to six feet 
high with crisp dark green, hol­ 
ly-like leaves, and. unusual da.rk 
blue fniiis in the winter. Ber- 
bcris thunbergii w Japanese 
barberry is deciduous and reach­ 
es six feet 'in i'ts 'graceful man­ 
ner of growth. 
It’s small bright green leaves 
turn yellow, 'Orange .and red. in 
. the fall and are followed by 
scarlet berries. Almost an ever­ 
green, Berberís wilsonae grows 
to a sturd.y six. .feet, be.aring light 
green leaves, small yellow flow­ 
ers and beautiful coral berries. 
The cotoneaster family pro­ 
vides .several members excelle'nt 
for winter berry color. For in­ 
stance, the rock cotoneaster (C. 
hor.i2o.n.tal.is> reach.es a .mo'und- 
like shape of three feet and in 
cold areas scarlet berries cover 
the branches so beautKully you 
'don't notice the .shrub's lack o^f 
winter foliage. C. Parneyi is an 
evergreen cotoeaster species with 
rather lea'thery leaV'es, pink flow­ 
ers and brilliant red fruits. 
And for traditional winter ber­ 
ry color there’s the holly, or ilex 
'fam.'ily.. T'racliUO'.nals Is the Eng­ 
lish holly (I. aquafolium), a slow- 
growmg shrub-tree bearing yule­ 
time boughs of green and berries 
of red.

RIVERSIDE — .An Illustrated 
leaflet to help California alfalfa 
growers identify the rapidly 
s;preacHng spo'ttod. alfaif.a .aphid 
has been issued by the University 
of California's Agricultural Ex­ 
periment Station. 
The .leaflet 'W.arns gr'0''we'rs that 
once the aphid has been reported 
in their area they should inspect 
their fields every two or three 
days. Treated fields can be reln- 
festod quickly, and one aphid can 
kill a small alfalfa plant. 
The pest :is emsj to kill but 
difficult to control due to its 
rapid reproduction and its habit 
of fly .bag' In. grea't numbers, ac.- 
cording to the authors of the 
leaflet, R. C. Dickson and H. T. 
Reynolds. Both are tntomologists 
'On 'toe .Rive'iwde c«im.,pus 'Of the 
University. 
Treatment by sprays or dusts 
.is. .recommeiiKie'd .as. soon, as 'One 
aphid is found on a number of 
very small seedlings or before 
okkr plan,te become .sticky from, 
the honeydew exuded by the in­ 
sect. A black fungus grows in 
this hoiaeydew, reducing the 
,marketa,biity of 'the a'lfalfa and 
making it difficult to bale.

ARE, 
unfortunately, 
other peach problems.

is 
peach blackspot. This is a bac­ 
terial disease which affects fruit, 
foliage and twigs.

Kentucky Bluegrass Is the most 
generally acceptable lawn grass 
north of the Mason-Dixon line 
although hot, dry summers in 
recent years have caused a pre­ 
dominance of 
interest 
in 
its 
strains. However, the high priced 
strains placed on the 
market 
have shown susceptibility to dis­ 
eases and are considered super­ 
ior to the parent grass only when 
used to meet particular needs. 
New development in Zoysia and 
Bermuda show possibilities for 
their .use as summer lawn grass­ 
es in the midwest, but extremes 
of weather and soil differences 
as well as the recognition of pre­ 
viously unknown diseases indi­ 
cate years of research before they 
can beccxne generally acceptable. 
Also up for comment was the 
use of rye grasses in mixtures as 
a nurse crop or quick cover with 
quality permanent grasses. Wil­ 
liam R. Yerkes, Topeka, Kans., 
commissioner of parks, finds it 
“unadivisable to use temporary 
grasses in home lawns if per­ 
manent grasses can be sown.** 
Dr. William H. Daniel, Purdue 
University agronomist referred 
to rye grass as “a smother grass, 
not a nurse grass** and advised 
lawn owners to keep it cut short 
until slower growln® blue grass 
could catch 
with it. 


as Shot-Hole, because of the ap­ 
pearance of infected leaves, as 
shown in the accompanying Gar- 
den-Graph. Young trees suffer 
severely from this disease an 
often become stunted. 
If you have found peach foli­ 
age affected, as illustrated, pre­ 
pare to spray the diseased tree 
next spring with a mixture of 
zinc and lime, one ounce of each 
'to a gallon of wa'ter. 
A cross-section of 
a 
peach 
showing the larva of the Orien­ 
tal fruit moth and the damage 
caused by its feeding is shown in 
the Garden-Graph. 
There are seven generations of 
this fruit pest each year. It is 
the last one of the seascm which 
attacks the fruit. 


THE LARVAE of 
this 
fruit 
moth go through the winter by 
enclosing themselves in a silken 
cocoon attached to the berk of 
a tree or hidden amcmg dried 
fruits and rubbish on the ground. 
Clean up around each tree in 
the fall. In the spring follow a 
spray program with malathion 
according to directions on the 
package. 


Apples Are Picked 
Assembly-Line Style 
e a s t LANSING, Mich. (U.R)— 
Michigan State University has 
put apple-picking on an assembly 
line basis. 
Experts claim efficiency is in­ 
creased from five to 10 per cent 
by applying the scientific method 
to an age-old process. Under the 
modernized system, picking crews 
are divided into three groups. 
One of them 
stands on the 
ground and picks all the apples 
it can reach before moving to an­ 
other tree. 
The second group specializes in 
covering a zone from about six 
to 12 feet off the ground by using 
six-foot steplav^ders. The third 
unit forms a clean-up squad, 
using tall ladders to clamber 
among the treetops.

Good Garden 


You can cut your garden bud­ 
get by planting seeds of ho-ba- 
cious perennials. *rhey will live 
and flower year after year in 
contrast to annuals which com­ 
plete their entire life cycle in 
one 
growing 
season. 
In time 
perennials may prove to be the 
most valuable and la'^ting assets 
Perennials form 
basis of 
every 
well 
desi'^ned 
garden. 
Many of them rower earli^ in 
the year than annuals and their 
foliage is attractive when the 
plants are not in flower. Among 
the most popular perennials are 
improved forms of such old time 
favorites as delphinnium, carna­ 
tions and Shasta daisies. 
Perennials are easy to grow. 
Once established they require 
comparatively little care or at­ 
tention. Because of their per­ 
manent 
character 
you should 
attempt to visualize their size 
at maturity. Place the tall grow­ 
ing sorts, such as delphinium, 
towards the rear of the border 
while low growing subjects such 
as i^lo x may be set towards the 
front. 
Perrennials seeded at this time 
very likely will flower next year. 
Different 
varieties 
have 
their 
own peculiar growing demands 
but generally speaking perennials 
seem to favor a neutral soil. A 
combination of sunlight and par­ 
tial shade will also suffice; nor­ 
mal applications of water and 
plenty of food are essential. It is 
advisable to feed fairly heavily 
during the spring months when 
growth is active. 
Some of the mof.t interesting 
perennials that crn be started 
at this time include the follow­ 
ing: delphinium, carnations, col­ 
umbine, bellis, Sweet William, 
statice, 
violas 
and 
perennial 
phlox.

GOLDEN TEXT 


Meg-Peter Romance 
Stirred Church Air

The relationship of a man and 
a woman stirred the atmosphere 
of the Church of Elngland dur­ 
ing the recent ill-fated romance 
of Princess Margaret and Group 
Capt. Peter Townsend. 
There perhaps would have been 
a chance for Princess Margaret 
to marry a divorced man, Peter 
Townsend, with church aiH>roval, 
if it hadn’t been for certain 
technical circumstances. 
But tlie “ifs” made all the 
difference. 
Perhaps no other church is so 
rigid in its rule against remar­ 
riage of divorced persons while 
their former mates are still liv­ 
ing.No exception is officially au­ 
thorized even though grounds 
existed—but weren’t used at Uie 
time—to get the past match nul­ 
lified by the church itself. 
“The ban is total and unam­ 
biguous," said the Rev. Dr. J. V. 
Langmead Casserley, a British 
authority on church canon law 
and traditions. 
“It is probably true that the 
Church of Elngland is more strict 
on this point than any other 
part of Christendom." 
Under the spiritual headship 
of the present Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr. Geoffrey Fisher, 
it has lield even more firmly to 
the principle. 
“More so than any recent arch­ 
bishop, he has been particularly 
insistent on a rigorous rule in 
regard to marriages,” Dr. Cas- 
s^rley said. 
“He would be the last man to 
make any exception. He would 
have to eat his own words to 
do it” 
Princess Margaret is devout in 
her religious practices and a good 
friend of the archbishop's. 
The prohibition doesn’t mean 
that a divorced person can’t stay 
in good graces of the church. ’The 
church simply considers him liv­ 
ing apart from his spouse. He 
can’t remarry in the church. 
In fact, one British sovereign. 
King George IV, in the early 
1800’s did divorce his wife, and 
as king served as temporal head 
of the church. 
Even at his coronation, his dis­ 
carded wife made a big fuss try­ 
ing to force her way past the 
guards and demanding that stie 
be crowned queen. She wasn’t. 
•at was an awfully unseemly 
fracas at the door,” said Dr. Cas- 
serley, who at present is serving 
as a professor of dogmatic the­ 
ology at the Episcopal General 
Theological Seminary in New 
York. 
The royal problem most close­ 
ly corresponding to that of Prin­ 
cess Margaret, 25, and Royal Air 
Force Capt. Townsend, 40, was 
the one faced by King Edward 
vm. 
He gave up the throne in 1936 
and became the roving Duke of 
Windsor in order to marry an 
American divorcee, Mrs. Wallis 
Warfield Simpson. 
For Princess Margaret, how­ 
ever, the demands of duty aren’t 
so great, even though her mar­ 
riage outside the church would, 
in effect, deprive her of rights 
of succession to the throne.

The reason for this is that the 
sovereign is nominal head of the 
church, with the title of “De­ 
fender of the Faith.” 
Princess Margaret couldn’t for­ 
mally consent to a marriage that 
is contrary to the laws of the 
church which she would have to 
swear in her oath of office to 
defend,” Dr. Casserley said. 
As a result he said, if she did 
marry Townsend. Parliament 
would be almost certain to pass 
an act debarring her from suc­ 
cession.

Margaret probably never would - 
become qu^een, no matter what 
she does about Townsend. She 
stands third in line to the throne, 
behind the two children of her 
sister. Queen Elizabeth. 
There is some precedent for 
some relaxing the inflexible 
church rule about remarriages. 
But the cases require special 
conditions, along with rebel- 
minded bishops to perform the 
ceremonies. 
“Such marriages were fairly 
common in certain churches in 
London 25 years ago,” Dr. Cas­ 
serley said. “Clergymen simply 
took the law into their own 
hands and disobeyed the canon. 
“But this sort of thing has 
almost died out. With the rise of 
divorce, and the church’s obli­ 
gation to i>reserve the indissolu­ 
bility of marriage, the bishops 
today are much more emphatic 
in adhering to the church laws.” 
When a church-performed re­ 
marriage does occur, it is after 
a bishop concludes that even 
though the previous union was 
dissolved by civil divorce, a basis 
existed whereby it could have 
been nullified by the church. 
“But it would be very difficult 
to apply in this case,” Dr. Cas­ 
serley said. “I doubt strongly 
that they could find a bishop 
who would do it, even if the 
reasons existed, and I doubt that 
they do.” 
The chinch grants annulments 
only on such grounds as the 
marriage not being consum­ 
mated; of “defective intention” 
such as a refusal cm: agreement 
against bearing children; or if 
coercion or deception was used 
in the' mwriage'. 
All the indications are that 
Townsend’s 
marital 
breakup 
could not have been based on 
any of these factors. Divorced in 
1952, he had been married more 
than a decade, even though .sep­ 
arated from his wife for several 
of the years. 
They had two children, Giles, 
now 13, and Hugo, 9. He obtained 
the divorce, on grounds oi his 
wife’s adultery with another 
man, whom she later married. 
Townsend received custody of 
the children. 
“The church makes no distinc­ 
tion as to the guilty or Innocent 
party in a divorce,” Dr. Casser­ 
ley noted.

This terrible disease not only 
causes great suffering, but ex­ 
cludes the victim from any con­ 
tact with others. Lepers were 
obliged to cry out, "Unclean, un­ 
clean,” if anyone approached 
them. What a dreadful, lonely, 
suffering life theae poor creatures 
led.No one dare touch a person , so 
afflicted, but Jesus—the Pearleaa 
One—“Put forth His hand, and 
touched him. saying, "I will, be 
thou clean,” and immediately the 
leprosy left him. 
Jesus told the man to go to the 
temple and be form.ally cleansed 
according' 'to the M'Osalc law, 'E'nd 
to tell no one of his healing. Evi­ 
dently he did not do as he was 
told, thinking, possibly, that he 
was doing Christ a favor by 
.spreading word .of the miracle. 
At any rate Jesus* fame spread 
so much that He withdrew to the 
wilderness and prayed. 
Then one day, when some 
Pharisees and doctors of the law 
were present, coming from dif­ 
ferent towns, some men wanted 
to bring a man who had been 
taken with palsy to Jesus. 
The crowd was so numerous 
tha.t they could not bring him 
near the Lord, so they took him 
up on the housetop and let him 
down through the tiling with his 
couch. The teacher here should, 
if possible, tell the children how 
the houses of Israel were built so 
that they could*'understand how 
this, was done. 
When Jesus saw the man He 
said, “Man, thy sins are forgiven 
thee.” The Pharisees were angered 
at this, thinking, "Who is this 
whk.h speaketh blasphem.ies^; 
Who can forgive sms. but God 
alone?” 
Jesus knew what they were 
thinking, and He said, “What 
reason ye in your hearts, whether 
it would be easier to say, 'Thy sins 
are forgiven thee; or to say. Rise 
up and walk,” and to the man He 
said. Arise, and take up thy 
couch, and go into thy house,” 
and the man did so. 
One day Jesus saw a publican 
named Levi—Matthew—who was 
also an outcast from the rest of 
the Jews because he worked for 
the Roman government. Jesus 
called upon him to follow Him, 
and be did. 
That night Levi gave a great 
feast at his home for his publi­ 
can frie'.nds, and Jesus was 'the 
honored guest. ’The scribes and 
Pharisees murmured against Him 
because he was eating with ain- 
ners. But Jesus rebuked them by 
saying: “They that are whole 
need, not .a p.hysician. but they 
that are sick. I came not to call 
the righteous, but sinners to re- 
pentence.” 
'Then. they found fault with 
Jesus saying that He and His dis­ 
ciples did not fast according to 
the law. To that Christ replied 
that the children of the bride- 
chamber would not be likely to 
fast while the bridegroom was 
with them, but when the bride­ 
groom had gone from them, was 
the time to fast. He was here re­ 
ferring to Himself as the bride­ 
groom, and suggesting that He 
would not be with them always— 
prophesying His death on Uie 
Cross. 
If the teacher has time, the 
episode of the walk through the 
field on the Sabbath can be men­ 
tioned. and the miracle of the 
man with the withered hand who 
was healed in the synagogue on 
the Sabbath—further infuriating 
the Pharisees.

Administrator Pros, Cons Argued

Supervisor Vera Schultz from 
the Southern M arin district last 
night cited San Mateo County as 
a classic example of w hat savings 
could be accomplished by having 
a county government adm inistra­ 
tive officer. 
She outlined an extensive study 
of various county governments in 
California during a debate with 
Supervisor W illiam Fusselman of 
the Ross Valley district, who is 
opposed to having a county ad­ 
m inistrator a t this time. 
Both the debaters have had ex­ 
tensive public service backgrounds. 
After frequent argum ents between 
the two during supervisors’ m eet­ 
ings on the subject of a county 
adm inistrator, and putting busi­ 
ness principles to work in county 
government, they decided to dis- 
VERA SCHULTZ: Business in go v ern m en tcu ss the subject extensively for 


the benefit of the other three 
members of the board whose public 
service is more limited. 
These three are Chairm an W al­ 
ter Castro, William Gnoss of north 
M arin and Jam es M arshall of west 
Marin. 
Mrs. Schultz said San Mateo 
County is one of three in the state 
operating under a county charter. 
O thers are Santa Clara and Sac­ 
ram ento. 
Some 19 other counties have 
c o u n t y adm inistrative 
officers 
without the charter. 
Both debators pointed out th a t 
the cost per person per year for 
county government in San Mateo 
County is only $20.81. By com­ 
parison, 
the 
cost in 
M arin 
is 
$24.68. 
Although Mrs. Schultz did not 
name the county, only one other 
county 
has 
lower 
per 
capita 
U.S. Appeals 


government cost than San Mateo 
County, she said. 
She cited a recent statem ent 
from San Mateo County M anager 
Robert Stallings to the board of 
supervisors there. The statem ent 
follows: 


“Considering th a t the County of 
San Mateo renders services on a 
countywide basis more extensively 
than any other county in the state, 
and th a t the level of services ren­ 
dered . . . is generally rated 
as 
high as in any other county in the 
state, it pays just tribute to the 
efficient operation of this county 
under your board and the able 
departm ent heads.” 


Fusselman opened the debate by 
stating “I am not against an ad­ 
m inistrator . . . but I believe the 
people should vote on it . . . and 
we should have more facts about 


it and w hat it will cost each tax­ 
payer.” 
He rem arked th a t after 29 years 
of public service he had an exten­ 
sive undertsanding of government 
operation and th a t by also being 
a businessman he knew that, in 
m any instances, business principles 
cannot be used in government 
simply 
because 
they 
are 
two 
different operations. 
In opening her discussion, Mrs. 
Schultz referred to an editorial 
which 
appeared 
in 
the 
Inde­ 
pendent-Journal Thursday under 
the headline, “M arin Ought to Be 
M uch B etter T han It Is.” 
She agreed that, as the editorial 
stiated, M arin could afford to be 
a better place because it is near 
the top of the list of California 
counties on the basis of high in­ 
come. 
She agreed with the criticisms 


expressed in the editorial and said 
the best and quickest answer was 
for the supervisors to pass an 
ordinance to create the office of 
county adm inistrator, appoint a 
m an to fill the position and inject 
sound business principles. 
Fusselman injected the opinion 
th at m any things stated in the 
editorial “just aren’t true.” 
Specifically, the editorial criti­ 
cisms were: 
“Our county roads are . . . still 
woefully behind times and general­ 
ly deplorable. 
"Our schools in most areas are 
overcrowded. 
', . . . our facilities for fighting 
structural fires in unincorporated 
areas are almost non-existent. 
“Our county office space is piti­ 
fully inadequate . . . ”

DENVER (U.PJ — President Eis­ 
enhower today practiced climbing 
steps for the first tim e since his 
heart attack as he moved steadily 
toward being able to return East 
next week.

Later, the stile was moved to 
the reception room on the eighth 
floor of Fitsimons Army Hospital 
where the President went through 
the exercise three or four more 
times. 
Later, the chief executive re­ 
ceived a visit from his old friend, 
Field M arshal Lord Montgomery 
of Alamein, deputy commander of 
N orth Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion forces. 
The B ritish m ilitary leader told 
reporters after his 40-minute visit 
with the President th a t Eisenhow­ 
er “is one of the very few people 
I know who senses” the fact th a t 
peace is a world m atter and who 
“visualizes this vast problem in 
a global way.” 
He said, “T hat is why he is so 
valuable.” 
However, the wiry little Scot re­ 
fused to be drawn into a discus­ 
sion of w hether Eisenhower could 
or should run for another term . 
“T h at is entirely a m atter for 
him to decide,” Lord Montgom­ 
ery told reporters, “and we did 
not discuss th a t m atter.” 
The field m arshal said Eisen- 
howfer “looks better today th an I 
have ever seen him look.” 
Eisenhower’s exercise steps were 
similar to those used by models

POLITICAL SPLITS 


Federal Aid To Schools Must 
Not Curb Local Authority 


With school enrollincnis continuing to 
mount and a widely admitted shortage o£ 
classrooms, the Administration is almost cer­ 
tain to ask for some sort of federal aid to 
.education in the election year 1956. And 
the Democrats, controlling Congress, are al­ 
most certain to up the Administration’s bid. 
But although a majority of both parties 
stand for at least emergency federal aid in 
school construction, the principle has long 
been bogged dosMi in debate over what kind 
of aid the federal government should extend 
to the state. Equally difficult to resolve is 
the controversy over segregation in .the 
schools aided. 
President Eisenhower in a special message 
last February cited a “deficit of more than 
300,000 classrooms.” He proposed the au­ 
thorization of $750 million for federal pur­ 
chase of bonds of school districts not able 
to sell them in the open market at reason­ 
able rates. The President also recommended 
a federal lease-purchase plan to guarantee 
bond issues of special authorities financing 
school building for communities unable to 
borrow. 
The House Education and Labor Com­ 
mittee in July favorably reported a bill that 
embodied the President’s chief recommenda­ 
tions. To these, the committee added a 
Democratic proposal to authorize federal 
school consiruction grants to the states—at 
the rate of .$400 million a year for four vears 
—on a dollar-matching basis. 
But the House bill remained tied up in 
the Rules Committee at the end of the 
session, and a similar Senate bill failed to 
reach the floor. 


The House Education committee defeated 
17 to 10 an amendment by Rep. Adam 
Clayton Powell (D.. X.Y.) that would have 
banned federal aid to any state or school 
district practicing racial segregation. 
The 
Senate bill had been similarly jeopardized 
bv the threat of an anti-segregation amend­ 
ment, which Sen. Irving M. Ivei (R., N .\.) 
and Sen. George H. Bender (R., Ohio) had 
predicted. 


The first federal aid to education bill was 
introduced as long ago as 1919. A bill "was 
on the point of passage in the Senate in 
1943, but was shelved after adoption of an 
anti-segregation amendment. The late Sen. 
Taft, chairman of the Senate and Public 
AVelfare Committee in 1948, tried to reduce 
opposition to federal aid by a compromise 
on aid to religious schools. The Senate 
passed the bill by a vote of 58 to 22, after 
an anti-segregation amendment, 65 to 7. In 
1949, 
Northern 
“liberals” 
teamed 
with 
Southern Democrats to vote down an anti- 
segregation amendment to a similar bill, 65 
to 16. 


Undoubtedly before too long one of these 
bills will be successful. More federal money 
will start moving into school channels. In 
this vers' success is danger. 


Curbs must be included which will pre­ 
vent the control of our schools moving far­ 
ther away from the people. Already too 
much power is held in Sacramento. Addi­ 
tional controls by Washington must not be 
allowed to further dilute the right of the 
local communities to control their own edu­ 
cational programs. 


Doing Each Other's Washing 


There have been innumerable tricks and 
devices used by individuals over the years 
to chisel on unemployment insurance. But 
what may be the ultimate in this field of 
“endeavor’* was reported not so long ago 
from England, where in one community two 
housewives “employed” each other to do 
each other’s washing for six months. Then 
they conveniently discharged each other and 
proceeded to collect jobless benefits for the 
next six months. 
Ripping idea, what! But the discovery of 
their method no doubt provided them with 
unlooked for “benefits” at the town pokey 
for a while. 


W ASHINGTON SIDELIGHT 


All this indicates that the State of Cali­ 
fornia, harassed by phony jobless claims, is 
not alone in its difficulty. 


In fact, the Commerce and Industry As­ 
sociation of New York reported from a sur­ 
vey that more than 40% of the $244 million 
paid out by the state in unemployment 
benefits “went to individuals who had 
brought about their own dismissal, quit 
voluntarily for reasons of their own, or re­ 
tired on pension.” 


People who want to “take in each other’s 


washing” have a perfect right to do so—but 


not at the state’s expense. 


'Shop-Talk' Dictionary Explains 
Special Paratroopers' Language

WASHINGTON 'U R)—The men 
who parachut<‘ out of airplanes 
a rt a hardy bretd and they talk 
their owi: dialect. 
According to the Army, the 
soldier# of the 82nd Airborne 
Division at Port Bragg, N.C., got 
a little weary of being misunder­ 
stood at the supper table while 
home on leave. So they came up 
with their own "shop-talk” dic­ 
tionary. 
So, in case you run into one of 
the tough Jumpers—all men of 
courage—you might paste their 
.glossary in yo’ir bonnet. 
You’ll know what the kid in 
the boots is talking about. 


TRANSLATED, THE airborne 
Jargon goes like this: 
''Stand and hook up” means 
a man should check his equip­ 
ment before he dives head-first 
out the side or through a hatch 


in the belly of his aircraft. 
When a man Jumps, he doesn’t 
Jump, really, he “hits the blast.” 
They tell me th at refers to the 
blast of air that greets him. 
A “DZ” is a drop zone. -That, 
to the Jumper, Is a cleared area 
where he might have a chance 
to dig his heels into the good 
earth, instead of a tree or a river. 


When a Jumper tells you that 
he has “clobbered in,” you can 
Jolly well know that his landing 
was rough. And when he says 
that he “landed soft,” he means 
th at everything went off fine. 


THE JUMPER USES the word 
“gorilla” in a whisper, because to 
him that means the nasty, orn­ 
ery characters who train para­ 
troopers

A “tooth knocker” is a quick 
release box—a thing that re­ 
leases the parachute harness af­ 
ter the Jump.

All paratroopers are known, 
among their clan, as “hoods,” 
and there is no explanation of 
this odd term. We’ll let it rest 
right there. 
A man who is “airborne all 
the way” is the right sort of a 
guy. A man who is “real gone” 
on airborne service, is a fine 
paratrooper. 


A “LEG’* IS A non-paratroop­ 
er, who does all his soldiering 
standing up instead of diving 
headlong into the unknown be­ 
low. 
The traditional Jump cry of 
the paratrooper is “Geronimo.” 
This was the name of a famous 
Apache Indian chief, who was 
horse-born instead of airborne. 
You can’t prove it, but legend 
has it that Apache braves also 
cried 
“Geronimo”

impending disaster. 
And to wind things up. It 
might be fitting to recite, for 
measure good, the classic phrase 
of “comfort” that is handed out 
to a Jumper when he is issued 
his first parachute.

WASHINGTON—A little more 
t h a n 
three-and-a-half 
years 
ago, a routine inspection of the 
American Emlmssy in Moscow 
brought the surprise of its col­ 
lective life to one of the coun* 
ter-intelligence teams th at have * 
to be employed, in this charming 
era of ours, to keep our Embassy 
secure. 


At an 
apparently 
irrelevant 
point, far 
away 
in 
enormous 
Spasso House from the Ambas­ 
sador’s office-library, the team ’s 
electronic 
equipment 
suddenly 
began to pick up the quiet con­ 
versation of the Ambassador of 
th at period, George F. Kennan, 
at his office desk. 


The revelation th at the U.S. 
Ambassador to the Soviet Uniou 
was unconsciously on 
the 
air 
stimulated 
a 
fairly 
Intensive 
search for broadcasting appara­ 
tus, as can be imagined. W hat 
was found, however, was no or­ 
dinary, easily detectable hidden 
radio sender, but something al­ 
together new to the investiga­ 
tors. 


AFTER ALL BUT tearing the 
place apart, the despairing in- 
vestigatcws took down the office- 
llbrary’s big, ornamental Great 
Seal of the United States, which 
had been sent out to be painted 
and repaired about four months 
earlier. In the Great Seal, hid­ 
den behind the eagle, they dis­ 
covered a matchbox-sized device 
composed of a specially machined 
metal cup, a thin metallic dia­ 
phragm that covered the cup 
and a tiny antenna th at pro­ 
truded to one side. There were 
no batteries, no wires, no con­ 
nection with electric power of 
any kind. But this mysterious 
object was presumed to be the 
source 
of 
the 
ambassadorial 
broadcast because no other sus­ 
picious object could be discov­ 
ered by 
the 
most 
meticulous 
search. 
The Soviet organizers of the 
unintentional 
a m b a s sadorial 
broadcast were of course auto­ 
matically notified 
th at 
their 
trick had been discovered when 
the broadcasts suddenly ceased. 
But secrecy is now an end in it­ 
self in the American govern­ 
ment. The discovery in Spasso 
House was automatically triple- 
wrapped in security classifica­ 
tions. Hence it took many months 
for the mysterious object from 
behind the eagle to reach the 
American 
experts 
who 
were 
technically qualified to Identify 
it. 


THE EXPERTS then discov­ 
ered th at this object was a res­ 
onator, designed to receive and 
to bounce back a highly selec­ 
tive radio beam. Its diaphragm 
was simultaneously agitated both 
by the radio beam and neargy 
human voices. Thus the sounds 
of the voices was Included in the 
electronic echo that the reson­ 
ator bounced back. 
The American counter-intel­ 
ligence team had picked up Ken- 
nan’s voice by 
wandering, 
by 
sheer, happy, unlikely accident, 
into the narrow path 
of 
the 
electronic echo the resonator was 
sending to the Soviet intelligence 
This triumph of 
Soviet 
in­ 
genuity (which seems to have 
been based on an American com­ 
mercial patent of 1945) long ago 
did all the harm it could do. 
There are good reasons now, how­ 
ever, for disclosing and discuss­ 
ing this somewhat startling epi­ 
sode of several years ago. 


IN THE FIRST place, both 
the episode itself and the device 
that produced it are still official­ 
ly hidden from 
the 
American 
public, although the Soviet intel­ 
ligence has of course known ev­ 
erything there was to know from 
the very beginning. There are 
reasons to believe, furthermore, 
that this is not just another ex­ 
ample of the customary ostrich- 
headedness of American official­ 
dom.

It is only one

course. 
Para­ 
bolic microphones of small di­ 
mensions can now be beamed to 
pick up conversations 
at 
dis­ 
tances of many

feet. Experiments are being made 
with more advanced listening de­ 
vices, that will use the windows 
of your room or the walls of 
your office as resonators, so that 
there need be no bother about 
planting such an object as wa.s 
found in Kennan’s Moscow of­ 
fice. Tliese devices not covered 
by the anti-wiretapping laws are 
of course additional to the be­ 
wildering variety of wiretapping 
devices and to the other devices 
by which telephones are trans-

Can Architects' Lobby Block 
Reform Of School Design System? 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — An­ 
other voice is being heard on the 
subject of architects’ fees for 
new school buildings. Assembly­ 
man Sam Geddes of Napa and 
Solano counties said recently: 


“Excessive fees to architects 
are padding public school con­ 
struction costs 
in 
California 
and impeding the state’s ef­ 
fort to provide adequate edu­ 
cational facilities for its ever­ 
growing school population.” 


Assemblyman Geddes, to cor­ 
rect what he believes is a bad 
situation so far as schools are 
concerned, will ask the Assem­ 
bly interim committee on educa­ 
tion, which met this week at the 
state Capitol, to Join with him 
in sponsoring legislation to re­ 
duce the fees from, the standard 
eight per cent, 
“to 
something 
still fair, but more in line with 
the services which the architects 
actually perform.” 


HE ALSO DECLARED that in 
many instances, the charge for 
plans should not exceed two per 
cent of construction costs, in­ 
stead of the standard eight per 
cent. Funds saved would provide 
schixil buildings for thousands of 
pupils for whom the state has 
no proper facilities at the pres­ 
ent time.

It is obvious enough th at when 
an architect starts from scratch 
to construct a new school house, 
he is entitled to his fee, as the 
architect, the same as any. other 
businessman must maintain of­ 
fices, spend time on the Job in 
proportion to its size, and for 
the larger Jobs, has a payroll to 
meet, as well as

THE SUBJECT OF controver­ 
sy, therefore, is not so much the 
original fee as 
the 
continued 
use of school building plans, or 
the adoption of standard plans, 
which the state has done only in 
a minor way. 
In 
other 
words, 
what 
has 
raised the controversy 
is 
the 
continued charging of an eight 
per cent fee for the architects 
when plans are duplicated, as 
they are in many school dis­ 
tricts. 
A graduated scale of fees might 
be worked out whereby the archi­ 
tect would get a reasonable fee, 
and the scale could be based 
either on the amount of monies 
involved, or upon the re-usage of 
prior plans which the school dis­ 
trict already has paid for. 
Undoubtedly, this would not be 
wholly satisfactory to the archi­ 
tects, who are used to their eight 
per cent fee on all construc­ 
tion. But it w'ould, as Assembly­ 
m an Geddes points out, be bene­ 
ficial to the taxpayers 
of

state. 


IT WILL BE interesting to see 
what happens to Geddes’ bill, 
first whether the remainder of 
the committee will 
Join 
with 
him in sponsoring the measure, 
and second, w'hether the power­ 
ful architects’ lobby, 
which 
is 
much in evidence in Sacramento 
during legislative time, will 
be 
powerful enough 
to

In any event, the problem is

Insurance 


WASHINGTON (Jf) ~ Some 
kind of insurance against disss« 
ters—at least against floods lie« 
those which followed the visit 
of Hurricane 'Diane — may coma 
out of Congress in 1966. 
But before Congress approvee 
such protection, It will have t9 
cut its way through three ques­ 
tions which are now very tan­ 
gled: W hat kind of disaster in­ 
surance? How much insurance 
for any one individual? And who 
handles it? 
This week the Senate Banking 
Committee held hearings to find 
out what government officiale 
propose. None of them has pro­ 
vided a specific plan yet. They 
promise to have one by the time 
Congress returns in January. 


There is no flood insurance 
available in this country now, 
although this fact seemed once 
again to have been lost sight 
of until the floods broke loose 
in New England last August 
when Diane let the enormous 
rains loose. 


As a result of those floods 179 
persons were killed, 6,992 were 
injured, 813 homes 
were 
de­ 
stroyed, and the 
damage 
has 
amounted to more than 450 mil­ 
lion dollars. 
ONE OF THE reasons for the 
lack of flood insurance, it seems, 
is the scattered, but neverthe­ 
less limited, nature of the prob­ 
lem. The only ones who would 
want or need it would those liv­ 
ing near streams or river which 
might boil over. 
People living on high ground 
in the area wouldn’t need it. 
Just because th at type of insur­ 
ance would be limited, the pries 
of it would be high if private 
companies handled it, perhaps 
out of reach of those who needed 
it. 
Tlien there is the problem of 
occurrence that a private compa­ 
ny would have to consider: How 
often would a stream or river 
be expected to overflow as a re­ 
sult of natural phenomenon, liks 
extraordinarily heavy rains? 


SAY IT WAS figured th at on 
River AAA, after a search of the 
records, a flood could be expect­ 
ed on an average of every 
50 
years. That might seem like a 
good insurance risk. 
But suppose River AAA flood­ 
ed three times in 150 years—still 
sticking to the average of one 
flood every 50 years—but thoss 
three floods came in 1956, again 
in 1957, and the third time in 
1958. 
The three floods, bunched to­ 
gether like that, might wreck a 
company. But how 
then 
can 
flood insurance be provided? Al 
the hearings there were two pro­ 
posals offered although they may 
not be the ones finally decided 
upon by Congress. 


ONE WOULD HAVE the gov- 
ernment do the 
insuring; 
the 
other would guarantee the losses 
of private insurance companiea 
over a certain amount. 
It seemed agreed that no one, 
and no business firm, could get 
any amount of 
insurance 
he 
wanted. Sen. Lehman (D-NY), 
who presided at 
the 
hearings, 
talked of a possible limit of $300,- 
000 per company. 


Then there was another ques­ 
tion: Should the insurance cov­ 
er not only a man’s home but hi« 
furniture and other personal be­ 
longings, too? The sentiment at 
the hearings leaned toward cov­ 
erage for real property, not per­ 
sonal possessions. 


But should the insurance cov­ 
er only 
homes 
and 
business 
buildings and the merchandise 
and equipment in those build­ 
ings? Or should It cover other 
things, like a 
farmer’s 
crops, 
those still in the field and those 
already in storage? 


ONE of the toughest prob­ 
lems for the flood victims — in 
facing the future — is in pay­ 
ing the mortgage still owed on 
the house which 
was 
swept 
away. Congress will also have 
to consider that, too.

C hapm an said th a t a survey in 
1950 showed th a t 70 per cent of 
San R afael’s shoppers come from 
outside th e city, th a t 67 per cent 
were satisfied w ith one-hour p a rk ­ 
ing, b u t th a t the 33 
per cent 
needed m ore tim e for shopping, 
and consequently m ore tim e for 
parking. 
T he resuH»of the survey was a 
recom m endation th a t parking pro­ 
visions be atten d ed to im m ediate­ 
ly, C hapm an said. 
“T h a t was five years ago,” he 
pointed out. He said the problem 
is worse now, and th a t if th e p a rk ­ 
ing district is form ed, it will be 
only bringing the needs up to five 
years ago, not th e present. 


AUDIENCE QUESTIONS 
Listeners asked such questions 
as: 
“W hy doesn’t the city take over 
B S treet School for parking, w hich 
the school board expects to sell 
for $225,000? T h a t would be taking 
money out of one pocket and p u t­ 
ting it in an o th er.” 
“T h a t w ouldn’t be legal,” Boyd 
said. “Some school taxpayers are 
outside the city and do not pay 
city taxes.” 
“W hy don’t the m erchants o r­ 
ganize a pool or corporation and 
buy land for a parking lo t?” 
“We don’t have th e power of 
condem nation,” 
C h a p m a n ex­ 
plained. 
“W ouldn’t m ore people have ac­ 
cess to F o u rth street if th e p a rk ­ 
ing period were shortened to 40 
m inutes?” 
“Yes,” answ ered C hapm an, “and 
even m ore would have access if 
parking were lim ited to 20 m in ­ 
utes, b u t it would kill shopping.”

Curious to know how Novato 
students feel about th eir schools, 
Novato district officials decided to 
p u t the question to th e school kids 
them selves a while back.

As it tu rn s out, th e school sys­ 
tem ’s severest critics paid th eir 
perennial pet hatred the suprem e 
com plim ent—m ost of them th in k 
th e schools are all right. 
M ore th a n 86 per cent of the 
students questioned were well s a t­ 
isfied w ith th eir schools and 82 
per cent even said they liked their 
schools. M ore th a n 91 per cent 
said they were either proud or 
very proud of the facilities. 


SPORTS ON TOP 
W hat do you like m ost about 
school? asked the survey. Sports 
and recreation, replied 28.8 per 
cent. N ext favorite on the list was 
th e school p lan t itself and the 
equipm ent inside, a preference of 
25.2 per cen t of those answ ering. 
School subjects and th en teach ­ 
ers followed in th a t order. Oddly 
enough, the least likable elem ent 
in school appears to be the other 
students. Only 16.8 per cent listed 
fellow pupils 
as 
th eir 
favorite 
schooltim e attractio n . 
M ost students—about 82 per cent 
—th o u g h t th e ir schoor subjects will 
som eday be valuable in everyday 
living. Among school subjects they 
consider least valuable are social 
studies, 
science and English, in 
th a t order. (B ut 69.6 per cent left 
this question unansw ered.) 


LEARN MUCH 
T hough they d idn’t th in k m uch 
of some of the subjects, learned 
m uch during th e school year, ac­ 
cording to th e students. Some 88 
per cent said they 
absorbed 
a 
great deal, a lot or quite a bit of 
learning. “I learned very little” 
was th e reply of 1.6 per cent. 
R easons for not learning as m uch 
as they m ight have were listed as 
follows, in th e order of the n um ­ 
ber of students noting each point: 
1. I do n o t study h ard enough. 
2. I do not understand assign­ 
m ents. 
3. T he work is too h ard for me. 
4. I spend too 
m uch 
tim e 
on 
school clubs, parties, athletics, etc. 
5. O ther reasons (not specified). 
6. N ot interested in school work. 
7. T eachers do n o t give enough 
help. 
8. I work too m uch outside of 
school. 
9. I do not know how to study. 


SUBJECT OF TEACHERS 
O n the subject of teachers, the 
students had this to say: Asked 
“does th e teacher in your room 
tre a t the pupils fairly and kind­ 
ly?” 48 per cent replied “alw ays” 
and 36.8 per cent answ ered “us­ 
ually.” “About half the tim e” was 
the answ er of 10.8 per cent, w ith 
only a few judging th e teacher an 
u n fair and unkind soul. 
N early 50 
per cent said the 
teacher gives them all th e help 
they need w ith lessons. N early 
35 per cent said they get m ost of 
th e lesson help th e y need. 
An overload of hom ework would 
appear to be a m inor com plaint 
in th e Novato school system . Only 
10.4 per cent th ought they h ad too 
m uch of th e stuff. Slightly m ore 
th a n 20 per cent said they spent 


m ore th a n one hour per day on 
school 
work 
outside 
of 
school 
hours. 
T he results of the survey were 
com pared w ith those from a sim ­ 
ilar survey in Peoria, HI. One huge 
difference was apparent. W hile 4 
per cent of th e P eoria students 
questioned said they were certain 
th e ir teachers knew them as well 
as they should, 51 per cent of the 
Novato pupils believed th eir teach ­ 
ers were as well acquainted as 
they should be. 


T he Novato schools stood th e 
com parison favoraoly, some 87 per 
cent of Novato pupils reporting 
definite 
satisfaction 
w ith 
th e ir 
schools as against 75 per cent 
satisfied students in Peoria. 
Q uestioning was com pleted last 
year. Its results were sum m arized 
and bound last m onth. T he opin­ 
ions of 249 pupils in the sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades a t M ar­ 
ion and Olive Schools were re ­ 
corded—a to tal of 10 classes un d er 
10 teachers.

Here, if ever there was 
one, is a book which every teen­ 
ager in M arin and every parent 
and teacher of teen-agers w’ould, 
once 
they 
have 
heard 
of 
it 
through, vote Number One in the 
H it Parade. 
E V E R Y M A R IN teen-ager with 
pimples on the face or living in 
daily dread of being decorated 
w ith the red badges of adolesence 
should high-tail it down to the 
nearest bookstore or library and 
read this book, from cover to 
cover. Any teen-ager who doesn’t 
can only be described as a real 
square with a hole in the head. 
Here is the hottest book for 
teen-agers of this year or for 
that m atter of any year. 
As for the parents and teach­

of the Lord’s Supper. The Right 
Rev. K a rl Morgan Block, D.D., 
Bishop of California, w ill preside.

stained glass windows which were 
done by Harold Cummings of 
Belvedere.

In 1906 a landslide forced the

Now that m ost vacations are 
over, 
they 
are 
being 
relived 
throu^' pictures, color slides and 
movies. These vacation pictures 
can tell a much better story if 
there 
is 
drastic 
pruning 
and 
elim inating of bad or mediocre 
shots; if the others are identi­ 
fied or titled and if all are ar­ 
ranged or splice 1 in coherent se­ 
quence. 
In black-and-w hite photogra­ 
phy there is the greatest range 
for possible presentations of the 
complete vacation picture story. 
One of the worst ways is to car­ 
ry a 
handful 
of 
loose 
prints 
around in a pocket, w allet or 
handbag until they get m islaid or 
too dog-eared to show. One of 
the best post-vacation goals is a 
separate photo album for per­ 
m anent reference. 
The latter should be well plan­ 
ned and requires thought and 
tim e. After elim ination of the 
poorer 
pictures, 
better 
ones 
sh ould be selected for enlarge­ 
m ents. The album pages should 
be laid out like picture stories 
in newspapers or magazines. 


DON’T CROWD the pictures 
and if a picture is good, give it 
em phasis by enlarging it to full 
page size or * y ’ alating it on a 
page by itself. Keep incidents or 
episodes together on one or sev­ 
eral page un’4-" or by m ounting 
them on distinctive color art pa­ 
per as borders. 
Take full advantage of pic­ 
tures with self-contained titles, 
nam es, signs ->r other m eans of 
ready identification to start your 
picture story units. For variety 
yo" can also add m em entos of 
the 
places 
visited, 
like 
hotel 
stickers, 
playbills, 
m enus 
and 
photo postcards. 
Before a photo album of this 
nature is 
nally assembled, m any 
camera 
f 
> have* occasion to 
show 
some 
vacation 
pictures 
wher visiting friends or relatives. 
It is pra Lically 
impossible 
to 
m aintain a story-telling sequence 
of separate pictures when they 
are passed from hand to hand. 
If it is desirable to show pho- 
tOo in sequence, the easiest m eth­ 
od is to number the prints plain­ 
ly on the front. People instinc­ 
tively try to keep the numbers 
in order. 


ANOTHER 
METHOD 
is 
to 
form a long, continuous picture 
strip of contact prints or sm all 
jumbo enlargem ents. This is done 
by joining prints with adhesive 
tape. 
They not only attach adjacent 
pictures, but act as a hinge so 
that a whole strip folds accor­ 
dion-like to the size of one pic­ 
ture. These picture strips are 
easier to look at if the prints are 
either all horizo ntal or all ver­ 
tical. 
Still another way to keep some 
order in viewing is with a loose 
leaf album with pages of cello­ 
phane pockets. The pictures are 
easy to arrange, easy to change 


and give a better preview of what 
the perm anent album can look 
like. 
W ith color, and stereo slides, 
again it is in your b 
interest 
to elim inate inferior pictures be­ 
fore submitti. z them to a captive 
audience. Take the trouble, also, 
of getting them in proper order 
and 
correct 
position 
to 
avoid 
m aking apol^gicr for an upside- 
down or reversed slide. 
To protect slides from ' iger- 
prints and scratches in handling, 
use 
cellophane 
covers 
which 
come in all size' for all slides. 
It’s a good idea to identify 
your very 
slides with a dis- 
hesive color tape. Then when you 
have a blue-ribbon showing or 
tinctive mark or spot of adhes- 
when tim e doesn’t per^ *- a full 
run, you can easily select those 
with unusual interest or color 
without fumbling.

This 
is 
one 
phase of photography which per­ 
m its you to add footage after­ 
ward to make your story more 
interesting or inform ative.

Listeners at M arin Sym phony 
G u ild ’s first concert of the sea­ 
son, Nov. 16, w ill need no assur­ 
ance that the conductor, Gas- 
tone Usigli, is a m aster of his 
art. Most of them w ill discover 
It for themselves if they don’t 
already know. 


B u t not all the listeners-to-be 


are aware of Conductor U sigli’s 
other talents, or his varied back­ 
ground, which is a study in ver­ 
satility. 


For Usigli, who has written an 
opera, two symphonies, 12 sym ­ 
phonic 
poems, 
and 
numerous 
other types of m usical works, who 
is noted nationally for his work 
at the annual Bach Festival at 
Oarmel, 
and 
who 
has 
taught 
nearly every phase of music there 
is, in his time, has a keen inter­ 
est in other matters, too. 


F O R M A N Y Y E A R S he made a 
habit of clim bing to the peak of 
M t. Tam alpais from M ill Valley 
on every Sunday when his work 
did not take him away from the 
Bay Area. He broke unofficial 
records for speed on the trip, at 
one time making it to the top 
in 56 minutes— an ascent from 
approxim ately 25 feet above sea 
level to 2,700 feet in less than 
an hour. 
O f late, however, Usigli regret­ 
fully admits the jaunt has be­ 
come too taxing. 
“ For 
me," 
he 
sighed, 
“ M t. 
Tam alpais has suddenly taken on 
the proportions of M t. Everest." 
“ I am sure it is not I who 
have weakened, but the moun­ 
tain which has grown,” he add­ 
ed with a twinkle. 


A N A T IV E of Venice, Usigli 
took his degree in music at B o ­ 
logna, Ita ly —the years of study 
were climaxed by an eight-day 
exam ination 
during which 
the 


student is required to outline 
plans for and compose portions 
of an opera, among other things. 
Earning of the degree gave him 
the title of “ m aestro," rarely a 
deserved 
term 
though 
applied 
lavishly to m usicians of all types 
and abilities today. 


Usigli also studied m athem a­ 
tics, languages, philosophy and 
engineering. He speaks Germ an 
and French fluently, in addition 
to his native Ita lia n and his 
adopted English. 


He came to this country 28 
years ago— “ sim ply as a tourist,” 
and liked it so well he went 
home after the six-month lim it 
was up and re-applied for en­ 
trance as an emigrant. 
His list of m usical accom plish­ 
ments is far too long and com­ 
plex to be given justice here, but, 
briefly: he conducted the O ak­ 
land Sym phony, founded and d i­ 
rected for three years the San 
Francisco 
Cham ber 
Sym phony, 
conducted the Bach M usic Fes­ 
tival in Carm el for 15 years (and 
still does), has acted as guest 
conductor for the San Francisco 
Sym phony Orchestra, conducting 
about nine of his own composi­ 
tions, and from 1936-40 was state 
director of the Federal 
Music 
Project. 
Behind these accomplishments 
have been two aim s: to present 
music by Am erican composers, 
and to give young m usicians of 
talent a chance to prove them ­ 
selves. 
The C alifornia Society of Com­ 
posers in 1940 made Usigli an 
honorary member for having pre­ 
sented numerous Am erican works 
in his conducting career. He made 
a tradition of thus recognizing 
United States composers before 
most other conductors were w ill­ 
ing to adm it Am ericans could

create worthw hile music. 
He has presented more than 
150 “ local” young people as guest 
artists,

H is philosophy 
of giving young people a chance 
to perform fits in well w ith the 
M arin Sym phony G u ild ’s aims, 
as may be noted at the concert 
week after next, when 19-year- 
old David Abel, violinist, w ill ap­ 
pear.

A reproduction of the old fash­ 
ioned kitchen m atch box, made, 
easily from 
three-quarter inch 
lumber, is an attractive display 
box for sm all plants.

line of the panel and the paper 
is then cut and unfolded, perfect 
sym metry may be obtained. 


Drill a one-quarter inch hole 
in the center of the arched back, 
for hanging. Square all m ating 
surfaces with a plane before as- 
•sembly. Use glue and five-penny 
finishing nails at all joints. 


Assembly the sides and back, 
first, 
by 
nailing 
through 
the 
back. Add the front by nailing 
through the sides. Then add the 
bottom by nailing through it into 
the other pieces. 


Set all nail heads and fill the 
holes with a wood filler. Sand 
all surfaces sm ooth, and round 
all corners and sharp edges. An 
antique appearance may be pro­ 
vided by sanding some of the 
sharp edges more than others 
to sim ulate wear.

stained and waxed or varnished, 
or it may be painted to fit a par­ 
ticular color scheme.

Turn 
the pool bottom s up, rinse with 
the garden hose, and either wipe 
it dry or let it dry outdoors. Then 
deflate the pool and sprinkle tal­ 
cum powder over the surface to 
prevent the folds from sticking 
together when you pack it away.

Monk Notes 
Fiftieth Year 
As Gardener 


By ARTHUR G. HUDGINS 


W ASHINGTON (U.R) — Brother 
Meinrad, keeper of W ashington’s 
fam ed 
Franciscan 
M onastery 
gardens, has begun his second 
half century of serving God as a 
gardener. 
The 75-year-old monk, who has 
dedicated his life to the church 
but is not a priest, recently ob­ 
served his 50th anniversary as a 
Franciscan by taking his vows of 
poverty, chastity and obedience 
for the second time. He first took 
the vows in 1905 at the same 
church and has held the position 
of 
m onastery 
gardener 
since 
then. 
The appearance of the m onas­ 
tery has changed greatly during 
the past 50 years, due mainly to 
Brother 
M einrad’s 
gardening 
skill. 
Lush shrubs, trees and bright 
flowers now fill the grounds and 
draw thousands of visitors a year. 
The site of the Grotto on Lourdes 
at the m onastery was dug out by 
Brother Meinrad in 1912, with the 
aid of 15 teams of horses. 
Brother Main rad favors flowers 
over lawns for the monastery 
grounds because they’re easier to 
care for. 
“A lawn you have to work at 
all the tim e,” he said. ‘‘You get 
a nice one and it turns to crab- 
grass. W ith flowers you just go 
in and pull the weeds.” 
Brother Meinrad came to the 
United States from Switzerland 
when he was 18 years old. He was 
working on the m onastery’s farm 
when given the job of gardener. 
*‘I told them I didn’t know any­ 
thing about it,” he said. “But 
they said I could learn. A fellow 
woifld have to be a dumbbell if 
he didn’t get onto the knack of 
it in 50 years.

4. In rooms where there is a 
great deal of unbroken wall area, 
try a combination 
of vertical 
paneling above a chair rail, and 
horizontal paneling below. This 
installation gives a pleasing va­ 
riety. 
5. Diagonal paneling will lend 
a novel touch to m any a room. 
Advanced craftsm en even install 
herringbone patterns to give a 
rich, inlaid look to the wails.

Hand-Printed Christmas Cards 
Give Personal Note To Season 


By MARY CAIN 
Most “do-R-yourself” projects 
have 
other 
purposes 
besides 
merely keeping the doer busy— 
they bring added convenience, or 
Interest, or beauty, into the doer’s 
life—or the lives of those around 
him. 
Making Christmas cards is no 
exception. Not only an outlet for 
suppressed talents and energy of 
varying degrees, it can be a per­ 
sonal and warm contribution to 
the spirit of the holiday season. 
For very 
little money, less 
talent and the simplest effort, 
oards both unique and decorative 
o&n oe produced—cards that will 
be remembered by lucky recipients 
much longer than the conven­ 
tional greeting, no matter how 
costly or colorful. 
BLOCK-PRINTING, a process 
so simple youngsters do it in 
school, can be utilized with start- 
lingly good results — and great 
quantities of cards may be turned 
out in a short time. 
The amateur should first as­ 
semble the needed tools—a rub­ 


ber hand-roller, or brayer; a set 
of knives with blades designed 
for linoleum carving (or one such 
knife-handle with interchange­ 
able blades, including a straight 
blade 
and 
two 
or 
three 
"gougers”) ; a linoleum block and 
lots of newspaper. 
The entire layout doesn’t need 
to cost more than five dollars, 
and is a permanent investment 
in a fascinating hobby. 
DRAW A DESIGN—a simple 
one is the most effective and 
takes to the block-print medium 
best. Ideas may be had from the 
traditional trappings of Christ­ 
mas, a sprig of holly, a tree, sing­ 
ing angels, a bow-bedecked hobby 
horse or a stylized Madonna and 
Child. 
Once the motif has been de­ 
cided upon, simplify it, omitting 
fine lines of detail unless you’re 
very sure of your carving prow­ 
ess. And don’t forget to write 
any words in reverse. Work it all 
out in the proper proportions for 
the card size you wish, and 
transfer it by means of carbon 


paper directly onto the block of 
linoleum. 
The blocks, purchaseable in 
art supply stores, normally are 
mounted on wood and coated 
with a light paint, which makes 
a drawn design clearly visible on 
the surface. 
When considering the size and 
proportion of the card, take into 
consideration the type of en­ 
velopes to be used. If you fold 
the card-paper three^imes, mak­ 
ing a self-envelope of it, there 
is no problem, but if you buy 
envelopes 
(often they can be 
purched to match the paper used 
for the cards), have their size 
in mind when designing the en­ 
closure. 
ONCE the pattern is traced on 
the linoleum, the actual cutting 
to begin. 
It isn’t necessary to cut deeply 
—an eighth of an inch is quite 
sufficient. Often it’s a good idea 
to mark the areas to be cut away 
so the wrong spots aren’t re­ 
moved by mistake. The design 
may be outlined first with a 


straight blade and gougers used 
later. A solid border of color— 
about a half-inch in width—has 
the double purpose of framing 
the picture and giving the block 
a firm, even base when the print­ 
ing is done. 


The next step comes with ink­ 
ing the block, and here’s where 
the glass or pie plate comes in. 
Squeeze some ink out onto it 
and run the roller over it several 
times, making sure it’s coated 
evenly. Then transfer the ink on 
the roller, not pressing too hard, 
onto the linoleum block, once 
again making sure the surface 
is inked evenly. And watch that 
no ink gets into the carved-out 
spaces. 


FROM HERE ON the printing 
is a matter of choice. 
Hand- 
presses may be bought, but hold­ 
ing the paper on the block and 
rubbing with a spoon or other 
hard, round object (such as a 
bottle top) does the job quite 
well—though not as quickly. Be 
sure to rub over the entire area 
of 
the 
printing 
surface—the 


harder or more uneven the fin­ 
ish of the paper the more rub­ 
bing it will need. 
The only way to determine how 
much effort the printing will re­ 
quire is to make a few practice 
runs—first on newsprint, which 
is very absorbent, and then on 
the paper that is to be used for 
the cards. 
Then start printing in earnest 
—and that’s all there is to it! 
Incidentally, in case of minor 
mishaps involving application of 
ink where it doesn’t belong— 
like the kitchen floor—ordinary 
cleansers 
are 
often 
the 
only 
agent needed. If they don’t work, 
try 
carbon 
tetrachloride, 
but 
keep it away from pilot lights or 
any other flames and sparks. 
Good for cleaning up, too. 
So—when you start thinking 
about Christmas cards—and it’s 
not any too soon right now— 
consider this method of making 
your own. Hand printed cards 
have a distinction all their own 
and carry with them the feeling 
of a 
warm, 
personally-wished 
“Merry Christmas!” 
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STEP TW O : Keeping a firm hold on the cut block, roll the 
w ell-inked brayer over it several times, m akin g sure the 
ink evenly covers the area to be printed. If ink should get 
into 'ib la n k " spaces which are carved out, rem ove it care­ 
fully with a d a m p cloth.

Completion Of San Rafael — Richmond Span In Sight 


By CHAPIN DAY 


Some time next Summer or 
early Fall, an automobile caravan 
will speed across the top level 
of a $68,000,000 steel and concrete 
structure and San Rafael-Rich- 
mond Bridge will be open to the 
public. 
It will be the culmination of 
years of battling, legal, legisla­ 
tive and personal. 
Actually the opening will not 
be the end of the story. For an 
additional 12 months, construc­ 
tion wHl continue on the second 
deck, scheduled to open a year 
later. When it is finished, three 
lanes of traffic will flow west to 
Marin on the upper deck and 
three lanes east to Contra Costa 
on the lower deck. 
TODAY, 
however, 
one 
gap 
breaks the swing across nearly 
five miles of water. It is over 
the west ship channel on the 
Marin side. Here a cantilever will 
be the connecting link, a 1,000 
foot span, longest on the 4.1 
mile bridge. 
Francis Murphy, project man­ 
ager for Judson Pacific-Murphy, 
contractor for the superstructure 
work, has indicated St. Patrick’s 
Day, March 17, as day for clos­ 
ing the last gap. 
Opening date has not as yet 
been set. Contracts let by the Di­ 
vision of San Francisco Bay Toll 
Crossings have completion dates 
in October next year, and that 
month has been designated for 
completion of the first phase by 
Bridge Design Engineer Norman 
Raab. 
Contracts for most of the con­ 
struction, however, have been 
running ahead of schedule since 
first bids on it were opened late 
in December 1952. Some esti­ 
mates are that the bridge will be 
ready to open two or three weeks 
ahead of schedule. Other unof­ 
ficial guesses say it might be 
ready even as soon as late July 
or early August. Officials are 
sticking with an opening "in Oc­ 
tober,” at least until they are 
closer to completion time. 
A MAJOR CONTRACT has 
Just been let for construction of 
the Marin approach. This work, 
costing $2,919,000, starts immedi­ 
ately and calls for construction 
of a new three-lane concrete pier

able crane at right now rolls. Superstructure in the left cen­ 


ter o f the photo is start o f the cantilever span w hich w ill 


cross 190 feet above the west channel from San Francisco 
Bay into San Pablo Bay. C antilever at fa r le ft spans the 
east channel. The much discussed "d ip " in the m iddle of the 
bridge clearly shows between the tw o cantilevers. A lthough 
it m ight appear to cause unnecessary grades on the bridge, 


design engineers saved thousands o f dollars in construction 


cost o f the supporting tow ers by including the dip. No grade 


on the bridge exceeds three per cent, and the dip w ill be 


alm ost unnoticed by m otorists using the span.

“On the stage, you can do any­ 
thing—realism or fantasy, and 
the public will buy it,” he said.

Peaceful 'Possum Identified 
By Pouch, Hairless Ears 


By S. THOMPSON WALKER

The only marsupial (pouched 
mammal) in North America is 
the 
opossum. The Junior Mu­ 
seum is fortunate in having three 
’possums. These are slow, peace­ 
ful animals with little aparent 
intelligence. 
They eat almost any kind of 
food, and live in any place that 
will shelter them. 
When the young are born they 
crawl into the furlined pouch of 
the mother and develop there. 
At the museum you will find 
one large 
male opossum 
and 
two small ones. The littre op o s­ 
sums (named Little 
Joe 
and 
Pogolina) can be handled very 


easily. They can hang by their 
long thin tails. 
The tails are a 
good mark 
of identification as are the ears, 
because they don’t have hair on 
them, as do the tails and ears 
of most other animals. 
Opossums are valuable animals 
because they eat a lot of food 
other animals won’t eat, and in 
this way help keep the woods 
clean. 
Next week we will talk about 
the snakes, which are also very 
beneficial.

Gardener Not Considered 
In Many Modern Houses 


Many modern houses just are 
not constructed to meet the needs 
of gardeners. 
Charles H. Connors, of Rutgers 
University, 
has 
given 
some 
thought to the problems involved 
in houses with crawl space in­ 
stead of cellar, practically no at­ 
tic, carport instead of garage. 
Suppose you want to store 
gladiolas, dahlias, cannas or oth­ 
er plantings which must come out 
of the ground before the freeze? 
Then there is the problem of 
mowers, garden tools and garden 
furniture. 
Of course, if you have an older 
house, the cellar will provide 
needed storage both for bulb and 
roots for plants, as well as for 
the garden root crops. 


CONNORS SUGGESTS if the 
old coal bin is empty after a con­ 
version to oil, it makes an ideal 
place for storage, as it usually 
has a window to the outdoors. 
The bin room should be made 
tight to prevent getting too much 
heat from the cellar, and should 
be floored with sod or cinders. 
With a temperature of 40 to 60

degrees, most roots will winter 
well. 
But if you have no cellar, you 
have to look to the garage. An 
insulated storage box in the gar­ 
age will provide a place to win­ 
ter-store 
roots. 
Ventilation 
is 
needed, and this can be obtained 
by opening the box cover in mdd 
weather. 
Houses with crawl space pro­ 
vide some area in which to in­ 
stall an insulated storage box. 


ANOTHER SUGGESTION by 
Connors is the use of a section 
of kitchen cabinet, close to the 
floor and built against an outside 
wall. 
The whole problem boils down 
to this: when purchasing a house, 
if you plan to do any gardening 
—and plan you must if you have 
any ground around the house— 
try to provide for garden tool 
and root storage space. 
Otherwise, you’ll find yourself 
looking for storage space at a 
neighbor’s house. 


Ammonia Whitens Tile 
To wash your tile bathroom 
floor to a gleaming white, add a 
little ammonia to the soapsuds. 
A stiff scrubbing brush will erase 
stubborn spots, but such spots 
won’t have a chance to develop 
if you rely on suds several times 
a week. 
There’s no need to use too 
much water on a tile floor. It’s 
the suds that do the cleaning, so 
work up a rich lather with a 
minimum of water, and wipe off 
with a wrung-out cloth or map. 
Let the floor dry thoroughly — 
preferably with the window open 
—before 
replacing 
the 
rug, 
hamper, and other bathroom ac­ 
cessories.

Berries Give 
Winter-Time 
Yard Color 


Bright reds, 
oranges, 
corals 
and crimsons scattered amidst 
dark greens—sound colorful and 
pleasing for wintertime color? 
Well, it’s all very possible with 
the many varieties of berry-bear­ 
ing shrubs suitable for planting 
here in California. 
One of the favorites in the 
berry shrub class in the barber- 
rry, available in many, many spe­ 
cies. Berberis darwinii, an ever­ 
green, is the showiest of this 
family, growing four to six feet 
high with crisp dark green, hol­ 
ly-like leaves and unusual dark 
blue fruits in the winter. Ber­ 
beris 
thunbergii 
or 
Japanese 
barberry is deciduous and reach­ 
es six feet in its graceful man­ 
ner of growth. 
It’s small bright green leaves 
turn yellow, orange and red in 
the fall and are followed by 
scarlet berries. Almost an ever­ 
green, Berberis wiisonae grows 
to a sturdy six feet, bearing light 
green leaves, small yellow flow­ 
ers and beautiful coral berries. 
The cotoneaster family pro­ 
vides several members excellent, 
for winter berry color. For in­ 
stance, the rock cotoneaster (C. 
horizontalis) reaches a mound­ 
like shape of three feet and in 
cold areas scarlet berries cover 
the branches so beautifully you 
don’t notice the shrub's lack of 
winter foliage. C. Parneyi is an 
evergreen cotoeaster species with 
rather leathery leaves, pink flow­ 
ers and brilliant red fruits. 
And for traditional winter ber­ 
ry color there’s the holly, or ilex 
family. Traditlonals is the Eng­ 
lish holly (I. aqua folium), a slow- 
growing shrub-tree bearing yule- 
time boughs of green and berries 
of red. The Chinese holly (I. 
cornuta) 
is a self-fertile and 
fruits heavily at Christmas with 
big scarlet berries. 


Leaflet On 
Alfalfa Pest 
Available 


RIVERSIDE — An illustrated 
leaflet to help California alfalfa 
growers 
identify 
the 
rapidly 
spreading spotted alfalfa aphid 
lias been issued by the University 
of California’s Agricultural Ex­ 
periment Station. 
The leaflet warns growers that 
once the aphid has been reported 
in their area they should inspect 
their fields every two or three 
days. Treated fields can be rein­ 
fested quickly, and one aphid can 
kill a small alfalfa plant. 
The pest is easy to kill but 
difficult to control due to its 
rapid reproduction and its habit 
of flying in great numbers, ac­ 
cording to the authors of the 
leaflet, R. C. Dickson and H. T. 
Reynolds. Both are entomologists 
on the Riverside campus of the 
University. 
Treatment by sprays or dusts 
is recommended as soon as one 
aphid is found on a number of 
very small seedlings or before 
older plants become sticky from 
the honeydew exuded by the in­ 
sect. A black fungus grows in 
this 
honeydew, 
reducing 
the 
marketability of the alfalfa and 
making it difficult to bale. 
Natural enemies have thus far 
been unable to stop the aphid, 
although ladybird beetles have 
proved fairly effective 
during 
warm weather in some areas. The 
university is currently testing 
parasites from Europe and Asia 
for possible use in California. 
A pale, straw-eolored insect 
with six rows of black spots on 
its back, the tiny aphid has 
spread in little more than a year 
from central New Mexico to 
Tehama County in California. R 
i* considered one of the most 
serious pests ever to attack Cali­ 
fornia crops.

With Zinc, Lime Mixture

Many, many home gardeners 
cannot resist the urge to plant 
a few peach trees. And right they 
are, for there is nothing more 
tempting than home-grown, tree 
ripened peaches of top quality 
for dessert use and for canning 
and freezing. However, to insure 
top quality fruit the trees must 
be protected and 
disease 
and 
pest problems solved. 
The peach borer formerly dis­ 
couraged many home gardeners 
from attem pting to grow their 
own peaches, but now with DDT 
handy, this problem is not too 
difficult to solve. 
TH ERE 
ARE, 
unfortunately, 
other peach problems. 
One 
is 
peach blackspot. This is a bac­ 
terial disease which affects fruit, 
foliage and twigs. 
This condition is also known

Not So Wonderful, 
Conclude Experts 
Results of research into new 
varieties of lawn grasses do not 
justify the broad claims of re­ 
cently 
highly 
touted 
“wonder 
grasses.” 
This was 
the 
concensus 
of 
nearly 150 
greens 
superintend­ 
ents, city park managers, agron­ 
omists, horticulturists and others 
attending the sixth annual T u rf- 
grass Conference in M anhattan, 
Kan., sponsored by the Central 
Plains Turf Grass Foundation, 
Kansas State College and United 
States Golf Assn., 
Greens 
sec­ 
tion. 
Kentucky Bluegrass is the most 
generally acceptable lawn grass 
north of the Mason-Dixon line 
although hot, dry summers in 
recent years have caused a pre­ 
dominance of 
interest 
in 
its 
strains. However, the high priced 
strains placed 
on 
the 
m arket 
have shown susceptibility to dis­ 
eases and are considered super­ 
ior to the parent grass only when 
used to meet particular needs. 
New development in Zoysia and 
Bermuda show possibilities for 
their .use as summer lawn grass­ 
es in the midwest, but extremes 
of weather and soil differences 
as well as the recognition of pre­ 
viously unknown diseases indi­ 
cate years of research before they 
can become generally acceptable. 
Also up for comment was the 
use of rye grasses in mixtures as 
a nurse crop or quick cover with 
quality permanent grasses. W il­ 
liam R. Yerkes, Topeka, Kans., 
commissioner of parks, finds it 
“unadivisable to use temporary 
grasses in home lawns if per­ 
m anent grasses can be sown.” 
Dr. William H. Daniel, Purdue 
University 
agronomist 
referred 
to rye grass as “a smother grass, 
not a nurse grass” and advised 
lawn owners to keep it cut short 
until slower growing blue grass 
could catch up with it. 
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as Shot-Hole, because of the ap­ 
pearance of infected leaves, as 
shown in the accompanying G ar- 
den-Graph. Young trees suffer 
severely 
from 
this disease 
an 
often become stunted. 
If you have found peach foli­ 
age affected, as illustrated, pre­ 
pare to spray the diseased tree 
next spring with a mixture of 
zinc and lime, one ounce of each 
to a gallon of water. 
A cross-section of 
a 
peach 
showing the larva of the Orien­ 
tal fruit moth and the damage 
caused by its feeding is shown in 
the Garden-Graph. 
There are seven generations of 
this fruit pest each year. It is 
the last one of the season which 
attacks the fruit. 


THE LARVAE of 
this 
fruit 
moth go through the winter by 
enclosing themselves in a silken 
cocoon attached to the bark of 
a tree or hidden among dried 
fruits and rubbish on the ground. 
Clean up around each tree in 
the fall. In the spring follow a 
spray program with malathion 
according to directions on the 
package. 


Apples Are Picked 
Assembly-Line Style 
EA ST LANSING, Mich. (U.RL- 
Michigan 
State University has 
put apple-picking on an assembly 
line basis. 
Experts claim efficiency is in­ 
creased from five to 10 per cent 
by applying the scientific method 
to an age-old process. Under the 
modernized system, picking crews 
are divided into three groups. 
One 
of 
them 
stands 
on 
the 
ground and picks all the apples 
it can reach before moving to an­ 
other tree. 
The second group specializes in 
covering a zone from about six 
to 12 feet off the ground by using 
six-foot stepladders. The third 
unit forms 
a clean-up 
squad, 
using 
tall 
ladders 
to 
clamber 
among the treetops.

Perennials form the basis of 
every 
well 
designed 
garden. 
Many of them flower earlier in 
the year than annuals and their 
foliage is attractive when the 
plants are not in flower. Among 
the most popular perennials are 
improved forms of such old time 
favorites as delphinnium, carna­ 
tions and Shasta daisies. 
Perennials are easy to grow. 
Once 
established 
they 
require 
comparatively little care or a t­ 
tention. Because of their per­ 
m anent 
character 
you 
should 
attem pt to visualize their size 
at maturity. Place the tall grow­ 
ing sorts, such as delphinium, 
towards the rear of the border 
while low growing subjects such 
as phlox may be set towards the 
front. 
Perrennials seeded at this time 
very likely will flower next year. 
D ifferent 
varieties 
have 
their 
own peculiar growing demands 
but generally speaking perennials 
seem to favor a neutral soil. A 
combination of sunlight and par­ 
tial shade will also suffice; nor­ 
mal applications of water and 
plenty of food are essential. I t is 
advisable to feed fairly heavily 
during the spring months when 
growth is active. 
Some of the most interesting 
perennials that can be started 
a t this time include the follow­ 
ing: delphinium, carnations, col­ 
umbine, 
bellis, 
Sweet 
William, 
statice, 
violas 
and 
perennial 
phlox.

Meg-Peter Romance To Honor 
Stirred Church Air

T he relationsh ip of a m an and 
a wom an stirred th e atm osphere 
o f the C hurch of E ngland d u r­ 
ing the recen t ill-fated rom ance 
of Princess M arg aret and G roup 
C apt. P eter Tow nsend. 


T here p erh ap s would have been 
a chance for P rincess M arg aret 
to m arry a divorced m an, P eter 
T ow nsend, w ith ch u rch approval, 
if it h a d n ’t been for c ertain 
technical circum stances. 


B ut th e “ifs” m ade all the 
difference. 
P erh ap s no o th er ch u rch is so 
rigid in its rule ag ain st re m a r­ 
riag e of divorced persons w hile 
th e ir form er m ates are still liv­ 
ing. 
No exception is officially a u ­ 
thorized 
even 
th o u g h 
grounds 
existed—but w eren’t used a t the 
tim e—to get th e p a st m atch n u l­ 
lified by th e ch u rch itself. 
“T he ban is to ta l a n d u n a m ­ 
biguous,” said th e Rev. Dr. J. V. 
L angm ead Casserley, a B ritish 
au th o rity on ch u rch canon law 
a n d traditions. 
“It is probably tru e th a t the 
C hurch of E ngland is m ore stric t 
on this point th a n any o th er 
p a rt of C hristendom .” 
U nder the sp iritu al headship 
of 
th e p resent 
A rchbishop of 
C an terbury, D r. G eoffrey Fisher, 
it h a s held even m ore firm ly to 
the principle. 
“M ore so th a n an y recen t a rc h ­ 
bishop, he h as been p articu larly 
insistent on a rigorous rule in 
regard to m arriages,” Dr. C as­ 
serley said. 
“H e would be th e last m an to 
make any exception. He would 
have to eat his own words to 
do it.” 
Princess M argaret is devout in 
her religious practices an d a good 
friend of the arch b ish o p ’s. 
T h e prohibition doesn’t m ean 
that a divorced person c a n ’t stay 
in good graces of th e church. T he 
church sim ply considers him liv­ 
ing a p a rt from his spouse. He 
c an ’t rem arry in th e church. 
In fact, one B ritish sovereign, 
K ing George IV, in th e early 
1800 s did divorce h is wife, and 
as king served as tem poral h ead 
of th e church. 
Even a t his coronation, his dis­ 
carded wife m ade a big fuss try ­ 
ing to force h er w ay p a st th e 
guards and dem anding th a t she 
be crow ned queen. S he w asn’t. 
“I t was a n aw fully unseem ly 
fracas a t the door,” said D r. C as­ 
serley, who a t p resen t is serving 
as a professor of dogm atic th e ­ 
ology a t the E piscopal G eneral 
Theological 
S em inary 
in 
New 
York. 
T he royal problem m ost close­ 
ly corresponding to th a t of P rin ­ 
cess M argaret, 25, an d Royal Air 
Force C apt. Tow nsend, 40, was 
th e one faced by K ing E dw ard 
vm. 
He gave up th e th ro n e in 1936 
an d becam e the roving D uke oi 
W indsor in order to m arry an 
A m erican divorcee, M rs. W allis 
W arfield Sim pson. 
F or Princess M arg aret, how ­ 
ever, th e dem ands of d u ty a re n ’t 
so great, even thou g h h e r m a r­ 
riage outside th e ch u rch would, 
in effect, deprive h e r of rig h ts 
of succession to th e th ro n e. 


T h e reason for th is is th a t th e 
sovereign is nom in al head of th e 
church, w ith th e title of “D e­ 
fender of th e F a ith .” 


P rincess M arg aret couldn’t fo r­ 
m ally consent to a m arriage th a t 
is co n trary to th e laws of the 
church w hich she would have to 
sw ear in h er o ath of office to 
defend,” Dr. C asserley said. 


As a resu lt he said, if she did 
m arry 
Tow nsend. 
P arliam en t 
would be alm ost certain to pass 
an act d eb arrin g h e r from su c­ 
cession. B u t th is w ouldn’t m ean 
m uch. 


M arg aret probably never would 
becom e queen, no m a tte r w h at 
she does about Tow nsend. She 
stan d s th ird in line to the throne, 
behind the two children of h er 
sister, Q ueen E lizabeth. 


T h ere is som e precedent for 
som e 
relaxing 
th e 
inflexible 
ch u rch rule about rem arriages. 
B u t the cases require special 
conditions, 
along 
w ith 
rebel- 
m inded bishops to perform the 
cerem onies. 


“Such m arriag es 
were fairly 
com m on in certain churches in 
London 25 years ago,” D r. C as­ 
serley said. “C lergym en sim ply 
took 
th e 
law 
into 
th e ir own 
h an d s and disobeyed the canon. 
“B u t th is so rt of th in g h as 
alm ost died out. W ith th e rise of 
divorce, an d th e c h u rc h ’s obli­ 
gation to preserve th e indissolu­ 
bility of m arriag e, th e bishops 
today are m uch m ore em p h atic 
in ad h erin g to th e ch u rch law s.” 


W hen a ch u rch -p erfo rm ed re ­ 
m arriag e does occur, it is a fte r 
a bishop 
concludes 
th a t even 
tho u g h the previous union was 
dissolved by civil divorce, a basis 
existed w hereby it could have 
been nullified by th e church. 


“B u t it would be very difficult 
to apply in th is case,” D r. C as­ 
serley said. 
“I 
doubt strongly 
th a t they could fin d a bishop 
who would do it, even if th e 
reasons existed, and I doubt th a t 
they do.” 


T he ch u rch g ra n ts an n u lm en ts 
only on such grounds as th e 
m arriag e 
n o t 
being 
consum ­ 
m ated ; of “defective in te n tio n ” 
such as a refu sal or agreem ent 
ag ain st bearing children; or if 
coercion o r deception was used 
in th e m arriage. 


All th e in d icatio n s are th a t 
T ow nsend’s 
m a rita l 
breakup 
could n o t have been based on 
any of these factors. Divorced in 
1952, he h a d been m arried m ore 
th a n a decade, even th o u g h sep­ 
a ra te d from h is wife for several 
of th e years. 
T hey h ad two children, Giles, 
now 13, and Hugo, 9. He obtained 
th e divorce, on grounds of h is 
w ife’s 
ad u ltery 
w ith 
an o th e r 
m an, whom she la te r m arried. 
T ow nsend 
received 
custody 
of 
th e children. 
“T he church m akes no d istin c­ 
tio n as to th e guilty or innocent 
p a rty in a divorce,” D r. C asser­ 
ley noted.

lee. 


Jesu s’ fam e had spread tre ­ 
m endously, so th a t w herever He 
w ent people followed Him, some 
to receive healing, others to lis­ 
ten to His words. 


• “As th e people pressed upon 
H im ” as he stood on the seashore, 
Jesus noticed two ships by the 
sea but no fisherm en in them . He 
stepped into one ship, and asked 
Sim on P eter, a fisherm an, if he 
would take it a little fu rth er out 
into th e w ater. P eter (or Sim on) 
did so, and C hrist preached to 
th e people on shore from the 
boat. 


A fter th e others had gone Jesus 
told Sim on to take the ship out 
into deep w ater and drop the 
n ets over th e side. Sim on said 
they h ad fished all n ight w ith no 
results, but he did as he was told 
a n d th e result was th a t so heavy 
was the catch th a t th e net broke, 
and S im on’s p artn ers on shore 
were called to help. 


Sim on P eter was so overcome 
a t this m iracle, th a t he threw 
him self a t Jesu s’ feet, and a d m it­ 
ted th a t he was a sinful m an. 
Jam es an d Jo h n , the sons of Zeb- 
edee, P e te r’s p artn ers, were also 
overcom e by this occurrence, so 
th a t th e three brought th eir ships 
to land and followed the Lord. 
W hen Jesus was in “a certain 
city,” a poor leper cam e to Him , 
saying, “Lord, if T hou wilt, T hou 
can st m ake m e clean.”

Pharisees and doctors of th e law 
were present, com ing from d if­ 
ferent towns, some m en w anted 
to bring a m an who h ad been 
taken w ith palsy to Jesus. 
T he crowd was so num erous 
th a t they could n o t b rin g him 
near th e Lord, so they took him 
up on th e housetop and let him 
down through th e tiling w ith his 
couch. T he teach er here should, 
if possible, tell th e children how 
the houses of Israel w ere built so 
th a t they could u n d erstan d how 
this was done. 
W hen Jesus saw the m an He 
said, “M an, thy sins are forgiven 
th ee.” T he P harisees w ere angered 
a t this, thinking, “W ho is this 
which 
speaketh 
blasphem ies: 
W ho can forgive sins, b u t God 
alone?” 
Jesus knew 
w hat they were 
thinking, and He said, "W hat 
reason ye in your h earts, w hether 
it would be easier to say, T hy sins 
are forgiven thee; or to say, Rise 
up and w alk,” and to the m an He 
said, 
Arise, 
and 
take 
up 
thy 
couch, and go into thy house,” 
and the m an did so. 
One day Jesus saw a publican 
nam ed Levi- M atthew —who was 
also an outcast from th e rest of 
th e Jew s because he worked for 
the 
R om an 
governm ent. 
Jesus 
called upon him to follow Him , 
and he did. 
T h a t n ig h t Levi gave a g reat 
feast a t his hom e for his publi­ 
can friends, and Jesus was th e 
honored guest. T he scribes and 
Pharisees m urm ured ag ain st H im 
because he was eating w ith sin ­ 
ners. B ut Jesus rebuked them by 
saying. 
T hey th a t are whole 
need not a physician, but they 
th a t are sick. I cam e n o t to call 
the righteous, but sinners to re- 
pentence.” 
T hen they found fau lt w ith 
Jesus saying th a t He and His dis­ 
ciples did not fast according to 
the law. To th a t C hrist replied 
th a t the children of th e b rid e- 
cham ber would not be likely to 
fast while th e bridegroom w as 
w ith them , but w hen th e b ride­ 
groom had gone from them , was 
the tim e to fast. He was h ere re ­ 
ferring to H im self as th e b rid e ­ 
groom, and suggesting th a t H e 
would riot be w ith them alw ays— 
prophesying His d eath on 
th e 
Cross. 
If the teacher has time, the 
episode of the walk through the 
field on the S abbath can be men­ 
tioned, and the miracle of the 
m an with the withered hand who 
was healed in the synagogue on 
the Sabbath-further infuriating 
the Pharisees. 
In Luke 6:13-16, th e w riter tells 
of Jesus calling His disciples to ­ 
gether and appointing th e Tw elve 
Apostles to carry on H is w ork.
